IR F-—n B—42, I find, 
Sir, that the Honourable Sir J—n 
Gentleman who opened this B=—d's 
© Scheme to the Committee, Speech. 
© and the Hon. and learned 
Gentleman, who ſpoke laſt, made great 
Complaints of ſome People's having groſs- 
© ly and maliciouſly miſrepreſented their Scheme, beſore thoſe 
malicious Perſons knew what it was. For my Part, Sir, 
I happen to be of a very different Way of Thinking ; for 
tho' I am far from thinking that the Scheme, as now open- 
ed to us, is the very ſame with what it was when firſt 
formed, yet even as it is now opened, it is ſuch a Scheme, 
in my Opinion, as cannot, even by Malice itſelf, be repre- 
ſented to be worſe than it really is. Now that I know it, 
now that I ſee what it is, it appears to me to be a _ 
B that 
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that will be attended with all thoſe bad Conſequences that 
ever were apprehended from it before it was known ; and 
I plainly foreſee, that it will produce none of thoſe good Ef- 
fects which Gentlemen have been pleaſed to entertain us 
with the Hopes of : They have indeed gilded the Pill a 
little, but the Compoſition within is ſtill the ſame ; and if 
the People of England be obliged to ſwallow it, they will 
find it as bitter a Pill as ever was ſwallowed by them ſince 
they were a People. Ne 
© The learned Gentleman was pleaſed to ſay, that he was 
of Opinion that the Oppoſition to this wicked Scheme, 
(for ſo, Sir, I muſt call it) proceeded from other Motives 
than Gentlemen are willing to own ; I do not know what 
Motives he can mean; but I am perſuaded that thoſe Gen- 
tlemen who propoſed this Scheme, have ſome ſecret Views 
which it would neither be convenient or ſafe for them to 
own in this Place. For as to any Reaſons or Views which 
may be openly avowed for the propoſing of this Scheme, 
I know. of none but that of preventing the Frauds that 
niay be committed in that Branch of the Revenue now 
under our Conſideration ; and that this Scheme will not 
anſwer that Purpoſe, has I think been made plainly appear 
by my worthy Brother near me; but granting that this 
Scheme ſhould anſwer ſuch a Purpoſe, if the Laws now 
in being duely executed are ſufficient for anſwering that 
« Purpoſe, what Neceſſity is there for applying this new, 
© this deſperate Remedy, a Remedy which is certainly much 
< worſe than the Diſeaſe ? Before I proceed any further, I 
© ſhall deſire that the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, who 
are attending at the Door, may be called in.“ The Com- 
miſſioners were accordingly called in, and being asked by 
Sir In, What they thought the Value of the Frauds com- 
mitted in the Tobacco-Trade might amount to one Year with 
another? Their Anſwer in effect was, that they had never 
made any Computation; but one of them ſaid, that by a 
Computation he had made only for the ſatisfying of his own 
private Curioſity, he believed the Frauds come to their Know- 
ledge might amount to zo or 40,000 J. per Annum one Year 
with another. Then Sir 7--z put the following Queſtion to 
them, Whether or no it was their Opinion, that if the Offi- 
cers of the Cuſtoms performed their Duty diligently and 
faithfully, it would not effectually prevent all, or moſt of 
the Frauds, that could be committed in the Tobacco-'T rade ? 
To which they anſwered, that it was their Opinion it * 
hen 
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Then he asked them, Whether or no it was their Opinion, 
that if the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms had the fame Po- 
wer over their Officers that the Commiſſioners of Exciſe have 
over theirs, it would contribute a great deal towards making 
them more exact and more faithful in the Diſcharge of their 
Duty, than they now are? And their Anſwer was, That 
they believed it would, After this, the Commiſſioners being 
withdrawn, Sir F--1 went on to the Effect as follows, viz. 
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© I now, Sir, leave it to every Gentleman in this Houſe 
to conſider, what real Pretence can.be formed for introduc- 
ing ſuch-a dangerous Scheme, as what has been propoſed to 
us. The only Pretence I have yet heard made uſe of is, 
the preventing of Frauds, by which, ſay they, the fair 
Trader will be encouraged, and the Revenues encreaſed ; 
but now you ſee, that it is the Opinion even of the Com- 
miſſioners of the Cuſtoms, that, by a due Execution of 
the Laws now in being, all, or moſt of thoſe Frauds, may 
be effectually prevented; and I am ſure, if they can be 
prevented by the Laws in being, the preventing of them 
by that Method will contribute much more to the Increaſe 
of the publick Revenue, and to the Encouragement of the 
fair Trader, than the preventing of them by Means of 
the dangerous Scheme now propoſed to us. I now leave it 
to the whole World to judge, who are they that have ſecret 
Motives which they are not willing to own, which they 
dare not own 3; whether it be thoſe who are the Propo- 
ſers and Promoters of this Scheme, or thoſe who are the 
Oppoſers of it ? 

The learned Gentleman ſeemed to be ſurpriſed how our 
Conſtitution, or the Liberties of our Country came to be 
brought in to the preſent Debate ; he ſaid he thought they 
had no manner of Concern in the preſent Queſtion, I 
am ſorry, Sir, to differ from a Gentleman, who by his 
Profeſſion ought, and who certainly does underſtand the 
Nature of our Conſtitution, as well as any Man in Eng- 
land; but IJ am of Opinion, that the Conſtitution of our 
Government, and the Liberty of the Subject was never 
more nearly or more immediately concerned in any Queſ- 
tion, than they are in the preſent; they are both ſo deeply 
concerned, that their Preſervation or their total Over- 
throw depends entirely upon the Succeſs of the Scheme 
now under our Confideration : If the Scheme ſucceeds 
they muſt tumble of courſe, if the Scheme is defeated, 
they may be preſerved; I hope they will be * 
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till Time ſhall be no more; but I muſt ſay, that the learn- 
ed Gentleman, and every Gentleman, who appears as an 
Advocate for the Scheme now propoſed to us, is much in 
the right to keep, if they can, the Conſtitution and the 
Liberties of their Country out of the Debate ; it is from 
thence that the principal Arguments are to be formed a- 
gainſt their Scheme; it is from thence that ſuch Arguments 
may be formed againſt it, as muſt appear unanſwerable to 
very.Man who has a Regard for either. 
© The Gentleman tell us, that there are but 120, or 150 
Exciſe-Officers, beſides Warehouſe-keepers, to be added 
by the Scheme now before us, and this additional Number 
they ſeemed to make a Ridicule of ; but conſidering the 
Swarms of Tax-gathers we have already eſtabliſhed, this 
ſmall Number (as they call it) is no trivial Matter; And I 
would be glad to know from thoſe Gentlemen, what they 
call Warehouſe-keepers, and what Number of them may 
be neceſſary ? I hope they will allow, that a Warehouſe- 
keeper appointed by the Treaſury, and paid by the T rea- 
ſury, is an Officer of the Revenue, as much as any other 
Officer whatever ; and if the Number that there muſt be 
of them be added to the other, I believe we may find that 
the Number of Revenue - Officers to be added by this 
Scheme muſt be very conſiderable, | 
As for the new Method of Appeal propoſed, I can ſee 
no Advantage, Sir, that it will be of to any unfortunate 
Man that may have Occafion therefor, In all Caſes the 
Charge and the Trouble of attending muſt be very great, 
and the Event very precarious ; but in moſt Caſes, where 
poor Retailers may have Occaſion to be concerned, the 
Charge and the Trouble of Attendance muſt: be much 
greater than the Subject can bear, ſo that all ſuch People 
muſt ſuccumb, they muſt ſubmit to the Determination of 
the Commiſſioners of Exciſe, and can expect no other Re- 
dreſs, but what they meet with from the Mercy of thoſe 
Commiſſioners, The Judges of Veſiminſter- hall are, tis 
true, for Life, but they are all named by the Crown; I 
ſhall ſay nothing of the preſent Judges who ſo worthily 
fill the ſeveral Benches of Meſiminſter- hall; but if they 
ſhould die, and if the Crown ſhould be reſolved to uſe that 
Power which the Parliament had put into their Hands, in 
© order to oppreſs the Subject, they will always find Judges 
fit for their Purpoſe ; Judges are but Men, they are ſub- 
6 ject to the fame Frailties that other Men are, _ the 
| | * Crown 
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Crown has always Plenty of Baits wherewithal to tempt 


them. A judge may be made a Lord Chief - Juſtice, a 
Lord Chief Juſtice may be made a Lord Chancellor, and 
every one may have a Son, a Brother, or a Couſin to be 
provided for, The Crown has many Ways by which 
they may win over even a Judge to adminiſter Juſtice ao- 
cording to the Directions he ſhall receive from Court; more 
eſpecially when he is to adminifter Juſtice in a ſummary 
Way, and without the uſual Forms of proceeding in Courts 
of Law or Equity. For by this new Method of Appeal, 
which has been ſo much bragged of, Care has been taken that 
the Subject ſhall not be reſtored to their antient Birth- rgiht, 
that is, to a Trial by Jury : No, this I find is moſt care- 
fully avoided, and yet I think it muſt be allowed, that it is 
the inherent Right of every Enghſhman to be tried by his 
Peers; I am not ſo much acquainted with Law as to give 
an Account of the ſeveral Caſes in which this Method of 
Trial has been ſet aſide, or the Reaſons for ſo doing; but 
I will venture to ſay, that whereever that Method of Trial 
has been ſet aſide, whether the ſame was done by the Wiſ- 
dom of the Nation, or otherways, ſuch Alteration was an 
Innovation, and was a dangerous Encroachment upon the 
original Charter of our Conſtitution. 

© As to the pretended Partiality of Juries, ſo much com- 
plained of by the learned Gentleman, it is of no Weight 
with me; I cannot ſee how that Honourable Gentle- 
man, or any Gentleman, can pretend to know what 
Reaſons a Jury may have for giving their Verdict: No 
Gentleman has a Right to be believed upon his ſingle Say- 
ſo, againſt a Verdict given by twelve honourable Men upon 
Oath. If there have been ſo many Verdicts given againſt 
the Crown, as that learned Gentleman ſeems to inſinuate, it 
is to me a ſtrong Proof that Proſecutions have been ſet on 
Foot againſt the Subject upon the Evidence of Witneſſes, 
whoſe Credibility or Veracity have not been very much to 
be depended on, which is ſo far from being an Argument 
for altering the Method of Trial by Jury, that it is a very 
ſtrong Argument for the Continuance of that Method in 
all Time to come. But, Sir, as it is now very late, and 
as I ſhall probably have another Opportunity of giving my 
Sentiments more fully upon the Aﬀair now before us, I ſhall 
therefore trouble you no further at preſent, but only to de- 
clare, that now, after hearing this Scheme opened to us, 
I diſlike it as much as ever I did any Repreſentation —_ 
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to the Queſtion propoſed.

© as the Affair, which is at preſent the Sub- 
ject of our Conſideration, has been much 
talkt of, and very variouſly repreſented without Doors, and 
as it has been for ſome Months the Subje& of Converſa- 
tion amongſt People of all Ranks and Qualities, I was re- 
ſolved to ſuſpend entirely paſſing any Judgment in Rela- 
tion to it, till I ſhould hear it fully opened and laid before 
this Houſe. There were indeed ſuch Clamours raiſed 
without Doors, and it was repreſented in ſo many hideous 
Shapes, that I cannot ſay but I came this Morning to the 
Houſe prejudiced. rather againſt, than in Favour of any 


. ſuch Project; but {till, Sir, I came this Morning into the 


Houſe, as I always do, altogether undetermined, and re- 
ſolved not to determine myſelf till I was fully informed 
by other Gentlemen, in the Courſe of the Debate of 
all thoſe Facts which ought to be known before any De- 
termination can be made in an Affair of ſo great Im- 
portance. | 
© I had before heard, Sir, that by this Scheme the Landed- 
Gentleman were to be eaſed of a Part of the Land-Tax, 
that the publick Revenue was to be greatly improved, and 
that our Planters in America, and our fair Traders at home, 
were to be greatly encouraged ; but all theſe Conſidera- 
tions would have had no Weight with me, if I had found 
that ſo many of my Fellow- ſubjects were thereby to have 
been ſubjected to the grievous Laws of Exciſe without any 
Alleviation or Alteration, I muſt own, Sir, that the 
Severity of the Laws of Exciſe has been long juſtly com- 
plaiged of, but at the ſame Time I muſt ſay, that the 
many Frauds committed in that Branch of the publick Re- 
venue now under our Conſideration are moſt heavy and 
grievous, and what I cannot think of ſeeing the Na- 
tion ſuffer any longer under, without applying ſome pro- 
per Remedy ; and fince by the Propoſition now made to us, 
there is not only an effectual Remedy provided againſt all 
thoſe Frauds, but likewiſe a Method propoſed, by which 
the Edge of the Laws of Exciſe is to be blunted, and 
that Scverity taken quite off, which hitherto always 
afforded juſt Ground of Complaint, therefore I cannot 
| © helitate 
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© heſitate one Moment as to giving my Aſſent to what is 
© now propoſed. 

This Conſideration, Sir, is of the greater Weight with 
me, and muſt be ſo with every honeſt Man, that by what 
is now propoſed, the Laws of Exciſe are to be rectiſied 
not only in the Caſe now before us, but in every other 
Caſe; the whole Body of thoſe Laws are to be reformed 
and rectified in ſuch a Manner as to remove the greateft 
Objection, with me indeed the only Objection, could ever 
le made againſt the Extention of them; and if this Pro- 
ſition be now rejected, it is not eaſy to know when 
we ſhall, or if we ſhall ever have ſuch an Opportunity 
of reforming thoſe Laws which have been ſo long thought 
ſo grievous. With me it hath always been a Principle 
to hearken to any reaſonable Scheme for ſuppreſſing of 
thoſe Frauds which are committed againſt the Publick ; I 
look upon the Perſons guilty of ſuch Frauds as the greateſt 
of Criminals, and if they have any Character, if they ob- 
ſerve any Decency in private Life, I take it to be only 
becauſe they have no Opportunity to do otherwiſe ; .for 
that Man muſt have a very whimſical Conſcience who 
cheats the Publick, and yet would ſcruple to cheat a pri- 
vate Man if he had the ſame Opportunity. 
* Whateyer Reſolutions we may come to in this Com- 
mittee, there will probably be a Bill or Bills ordered to 
be brought in purſuant to them ; and if in the Courſe of 
the Debate any real Difficulties be ſtarted, if any rea- 
ſonable Objections be made, without Doubt all proper Care 
will be taken in the framing ſuch Bill or Bills, to ob- 
viate all the Difficulties and Objections that ſhall or may 
occur: This, Sir, I make no manner of Doubt of, and 
therefore I can find no Difficulty in giving my Aſſent to 
1 the Queſtion propoſed.”

Sovereigns to reign over us, but we find that under them 
our Anceſtors were as jealous of their Liberties as they 
were under the worſt of our Kings: It is to be hoped that 
we have ſtill the ſame Value for our Liberties, if we have, 
we certainly will uſe all peaceable Methods to 1 *

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and ſecure them; and if ſuch Methods ſhould prove inef- 
ſectual, I, hope there is no | Engli/bman but has Spirit 
enough to uſe 'thoſe Methods for the Preſervation of our 


< Liberties, which were uſed, by our Anceſtors ſor the De- 
© fence of their Liberties, , and for tranſmitting them down 
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to us in that glorious Condition in which we found them. 
There are ſome ſtill alive who bravely ventured their Lives 
and their Fortunes in the Defence of the Liberties of their 
Country ; there are many. whoſe Fathers were embarked 
in the ſame glorious Cauſe.

many Yeats ago of the Frauds committed in the To- 


© bacco and Wine- Trade; why then, Sir, was there no 
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Remedy ſooner propoſed? How cquld that Gentleman fee 
the publick Revenue, for which he expreſſes ſuch a tender 
* Concern, ſuffer ſo long by thoſe Frauds, without propo- 
ſing ſome Expedient for preyenting them: The Expedient 
© now propoſed is certainly no new or extraordinary a thing; 
© it might have been thought of; I dare ſay it has often 
© been Aepht' df-before this Time, but it ſeems it was 
© never thought proper to propoſe! it till now; at leaſt it 
* was never till now thought neceſſary, and yet it cannot 
Ade faid, but that the Frauds both in Wine ind. Tobacco 
© were'as great formerly as they are it this preſent Time. 
The Hon. Gentleman has been og to tell us, that

© deemed hy Parliament the moſt proper and the moſt ef- 
« fetual Remedy for preventing the Frauds in, Wine and 
© Tobacto, will not that be made uſe of as an Argument 
© for applying the ſame Remedy as to the Frauds in every 
© other Branch of the publick Revenue? Will it not be 
* ſaid, you did ſo and ſo in the Caſe of Wine and. To- 
© bacco, why. ſhould you ſcruple to apply the ſame Re- 
© medy in the Caſe now before you? So that from the Gen- 
© tleman's own PTY. rom his own way of arguing 
© 2s to the Caſe which he has been pleaſed now. to lay 
© before us, one may ſee a moſt plain and evident Deſign 
of a much farther Extention of the Laws of Exciſe ; one 
may clearly ſee a Deſign of ſubjeQing every Branch of

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moſt arbitrary and moſt, tyrannical Governments: that have 
been eſtabliſhed in Ezrape: the enlarging of the Fower of 
the Crown; the increaſing the Number of Dependers on 
the Crown} the rendering the Happineſs of the Subject 
precarious and uncertain, and depending in a manner en- 
tirely on the good Will of a Prime Miniſter, or of thofe 
employed under him, are the certain Conſequences of the 
Scheme now propoſed to us; They are the certain Conſe- 
quences of all Schemes for extending the Laws of Exciſe, 
and are probably the principal Views of all thoſe who ſet 
up ſuch Projects. Let Gentlemen but read the political 
Teſtaments of Richlieu and Lauuis, theſe Legacies which 
were left by the Authors to their Maſter, for iinftrufting 
him in the Principles of Arbitrary Goyernment 3 let Gen- 
tlemen, I ſay, but read thoſe Teſtaments, and they will 
ſee that the Author of this Scheme, whoever he be, muſt 
be very well verſed in them; they will fee: how well it 
agrees with the: Principles there laid dowa far: the efta- 
bliſhing and ſupporting af Arbitrary Power. It is for this 
Reaſon that the Englih Nation has always been fo averſe 
to Exciſe- Projects of all kinds; the very word Exciſe has 
always been odious to the People af England. It is true 
there has been an Exciſe eſtabliſhed by Parliament, but it 
was at firſt given as a Purchaſe for the Court of Wards 
and Liveries; and tho' that Court was moſt juſtly looked 
on as one of our greateſt (Grievances, yet the Purchaſe 
has always been reckoned too dear, and that Parhia- 
ment which gave the Exciſe has been branded with the 
infamous Name of. a Penſionary Parliament. Even the 
great King W;lligm, notwithſtanding all he had done fot 
the People of England, notwithſtanding of his being moſt 
enerally beloved and eſteemed by his Subjects, yet he had 
ike to haye ſuffered by a Notion's prevailing among the 
People, that ſome new Exciſes were to have been eſta- 
bliſhed. It was publickly ſaid, that we had got a Dutch 
King, and that therefore we were to be ſaddled with Dutch 
Exciſes. That wiſe King was ſo ſenſible of the Danger 
he r expoſed to by the prevailing. of ſuch a No- 
tion, that he thought it neceſſary to diſavow any ſuch In-

I am very much at a loſs to find out what in the pre-

now ſeems to be of: He has indeed told us, that the Re- 
formation propoſed as to the Laws of Exciſe, is what very 
much weighs with him ; he ſays that the Laws of Ex- 
ciſe are to be blunted; that their Edge is to be taken off 
by what is now propoſed, In this, Sir, I muſt confeſs my 
Short-ſightedneſs, I can ſee no Reformation in what is pro- 
poſed ; what I look on as moſt grievous in the Laws of 
Exciſe is to continue the ſame as before; are not the 
Officers to have the ſame oppreſſive and vexatious Powers 
continued to them? Are not the Commiſſioners to have 
the ſame diſpenſing Power with regard to Fines and For- 
feitures? Are Trials by Jury to be reſtored to the Sub- 
jects? No, Sir; all theſe Grievances are to remain upon 
the ſame footing they were on before. The Power and 
Influence of the Crown by means of the Laws of Ex- 
Ciſe, is ſtill to be as great as it was before, only there 
are by this Scheme many Thouſands more to be ſub- 
jeRed to it; the Method of Appeal is indeed to be a 
little altered, but I am afraid the Alteration will not be 
much for the better; the Expence will be much greater, 
and the Redreſs as precarious as ever it was before: how 
then are the Laws of Exciſe to be blunted? Where is 
this Reformation · ſo much boaſted of, and on which that 
Hon. and learned Gentleman ſeems ſolely to ground his 
Opinion? But it ſeems he expects that when this Propo- 
fition comes the length of a Bill, many fine things are 
to be done, many more things than we have ever as yet 
heard of: If it ſhould come the length of a Bill, which 
I am in great Hopes it never will, he may very probably 
find himſelf diſappointed, and if that ſhould be the Caſe, 
I doubt not but he will be of a different Opinion.

+ elſe he could deſire ; but all ended at laſt in ſome lit 
Thing for curing the Itch.“ | 
I with the Gentlemen, who appear ſo zealous for this 
© Scheme, would have ſome little Regard to their Conſti- 
* tuents. It is well known that it was the Cuſtom among 
our Anceſtors, when any new Device was propoſed, to

thinking, a 'downright Plan for Arbitrary Power, and in 
this I am not ſingular, for there ſeems to be many Gen-

ſubjecting of ſo many of his Majeſty's faithful Subjects to 
be plagued and harraſſed by the Officers of Exciſe. The 
ſuppreſſing of Frauds and the Advantages that will acorue 
thereftom to the Publick and to the fair Trader, is by 
what I can find the only Pretence now made uſe of; dt 
yet thoſe Frauds even aggravated as they were by - the 
* Honourable Gentleman who propoſed this Scheme to us, 
do amount to but a meer Trifle ; ſo:that/the Improvement

by ſuch Baits; the Hook appears ſo plain, that it may be 

s diſcovered by any Man of common Senſe; however I 1

of the Nation; it is endeavouring to deſtroy Har-

© Queen Elizabeth, that wiſe and gracious Princeſs, go- 
verned herſelf by Politicks quite different from thoſe which 
ſeem to be at preſent in Vogue: She was ſo far from endea- 
vouring to divide or throw Diſcord among her Subjects, 
that ſhe wiſely never gave herſelf up to any one Miniſter, 
or to any one Party always preſerved a Harmony a- 
mong all her Subjects, and kept a friendly Correſpon- 
dence with all Parts and all Parties in the Kingdom; ſhe 
even kept up a conſtant perſona] Correſpondence with ſome 
of the principal Men in every County, by which ſhe had al- 
ways a thorough Knowledge of the ſeveral Sentiments as 
well as Circumſtances of all her Subjects, and moſt pru- 
dently adapted all her Meaſures to what ſhe found to be the 
Sentiments of the Generality of the Nation, more parti- 
cularly ſhe took Care to avoid every Thing that appeared 


to be diſagreeable'to the People : To this wiſe Politick, Sir, 


it is owing,” that her Reign makes ſuch a glorious Figure 
in our Engliſh Hiſtory ; to this it is owing, that ſhe reigned 
with more Popularity than any Prince ſince her Time; ex- 
cept her Royal Succeſſor Queen Anne : Thus ſhe reign- 
ed, Sir, and reigned abſolutely, but ſo as I could wiſh every 
Prince of England to do; reigned abſolutely over the 
Hearts and Affections of her Subjects, and thereby ſhe 
had —_ their Perſons and their Purſes always' at Com- 
mand. — 

We are told, Sir, why do you complain of this Scheme? 
here is no new Tax to be impoſed ; there is nothing pro- 
poſed but only a new Method of railing thoſe. Taxes 
which are already due by Law: but I would have Gen- 


tlemen remember, that this Nation has once already been 
more grievouſly oppreſſed by a new Method of raiſing and 


collecting that Money that was before due by Law, than 
they ever were by any new Tax that was ever laid on 
them; I have already, Sir, mentioned the Reign of Q. 


Elizabeth, let us but look a little further back, 'and we 
ſhall find that the People were moſt terribly harraſſed, 
and the Nation almoſt deſtroyed, by a grievous Method 


of collecting and raiſing that which was due by the Laws 
then in being : Empſon and Dudley, thoſe two noted Ways 
and Means-Men, thoſe two wicked Minifters knowing 
the Avarice of their Maſter, and the infatiable Defire te 
had for Money, concluded that no Scheme would be more 
Tek: I1V;::-* D 6s agree» 
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5 agreeable. to him than thoſe which would fill his Coffers 
dy draining the Purſes of his Subjects; and this they did 
Sir, without impoſing any new Taxes, they laid no new 
* or illegal Burdens on the People, they did it by a ſevere 
and rigorous Execution of the Laws that had beſore been 
enacted: But what was their Fate? They had the Miſ- 
fortune to out- live their Maſter, and his Son as ſoon as he 
© came to the Throne took off both their Heads, In this he 
did juſtly tho* he did it againſt Law; they had done no- 
thing contrary to Law, they had only put the Laws ſe- 
verely in Execution, and what they did was in Obedience 
to the Commands of the King his Father; yet that could 
© be no Excuſe for them, their Manner of executing thoſe 
Laws was ſo-grievous and oppreſſive upon the Subjects, 
that nothing -leſs than their Lives could be admitted of as 
© a ſufficient Attonement to the People; and certainly, Sir, 
that Oppreſſion Which is committed under the Sanction of 
the Laws, or of the Royal Authority, muſt always be 
-< deemed to be the moſt heinouſly criminal, and ought to be 
© the moſt ſeverely puniſhed. . 
There never was in any Reign a Scheme or Proj 
© attempted ſo much to the Diſlike and Diſſatisfaction of the 
People in general; the whole Nation has already ſo openly 
declared their Averſion to the Scheme now offered to us, 
that Lam ſurpriſed to ſee it inſiſted on; the very propoſing 
of ſuch a Scheme to a Houſe of Commons, after ſo many 
© Remonſtrances againſt it, I muſt think moſt audacious'; 
it is in a manner flying in the Face of the whole People 
of Ruland. And ſince they have already declared againſt 
wit, forbid that we who are their Repreſentatives ſhould

I muſt 
ſay, Sir, and J hope moſt of thoſe that hear me think, 
that it is very unjuſt and unfair to draw any Parallel be- 
tween the Characters of thoſe two Miniſters and mine, 
which was T ſuppoſe what the Honourable” Gentleman 
meant to do, when he brought that Piece of ' Hiſtory into 
the Debate. If I ever endeavour to raiſe Money from 
the People, or from any Man whatever by oppreſſive or 
illegal Means, if my Character ſhould ever/come to be in 
any reſpect like theirs, I ſhall deſerve their Fate: But 
while J know myſelf to be innocent, I ſhall depend upon 
the Protection of the Laws of my Country; as long as 
they can protect me I am ſafe, and if that Protection ſhould 
fail, I am prepared to ſubmit to the worſt that can happen. 
T know that my political and miniſterial Liſe has by ſome 
Gentlemen been long wiſhed at an End, but they may ask 
their own' diſappointed Hearts, how vain their Wiſhes

As to thoſe Clamours, Sir, which have been raiſed 
without-doors, and which are now ſo much inſiſted on, 
it is very well known by whom, and by what Methods 
they were raiſed, and it is no difficult Matter to gueſs 
with what Views; but I am very far from taking them 
to be the Senſe of the Nation, or believing that the 
Sentiments of the Generality of the People were thereby 
expreſſed.

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There is now, Sit, a moſt extraordinary Concourſe of 
People at our Door; I hope it will not be ſaid that all 
thoſe People came there of themſelves naturally, and with- 
out any Inſtigation from others, for, to my certain Know- 
ledge, ſome very odd Methods; were uſed to bring ſuch 
Multitudes hither ; circular Letters, Sir, were wrote, and 
were ſent by the Beadles in the moſt publick and moſt 
unprecedented: Manner, round almoſt every Ward in the 
City, ſummoning them upon their Peril to come down 
this Day to the Houſe of Commons: This I am certain 
of, becauſe I have now one of thoſe Letters in my Poc- 
ket, ſigned by a Deputy of one of the greateſt Wards 
in the City of London, and ſent by the Beadle to one of 
the Inhabitants of that Ward, and I know that -ſuch Let- 
ters were ſent in the ſame manner almoſt to every Li- 
veryman and Tradeſman in that Ward. By the ſame 
fort of unwarrantable Methods have the Clamours been 
raiſed almoſt in every other Part of the Nation. 

© Gentlemen may ſay what they pleaſe of the Multitudes 
now at our Door, and in all the Avenues leading to this 
Houſe ; they may call them a modeſt Multitude if they 
will, but whatever Temper they were in when they came 
hither, it may be very much altered now, after having 
waited ſo long at our Door: It may be a very eaſy Mat- 
ter for ſome deſigning ſeditious Perſon to raiſe a Tumult 
and Diſorder among them, and when Tumults are once 
begun, no, Man knows where they may end; he is a 
greater Man than any I know in the Nation that could 
with the - ſame Eaſe appeaſe them; for this Reaſon I 
muſt think that it was neither prudent nor regular to 
uſe any Methods for bringing ſuch Multitudes to this 
Place, under any Pretence whatever. - Gentlemen may 
give them what Name they think fit, it may be ſaid 
that they came hither as humble-Supplicants, but I know 
© whom the Law calls Sturdy. Beggars, and thoſe who brought 
* them hither could not be certain but that they. might

The moft mercenary, and in every Senſe the wor/t of Writer's 
(ſays this Gentleman) have been employed to calumniate 
Perſons in the Intereſt of their Country, by the moſt noto- 
rious Falſhoods and impudent Aſſertions. Their Writings, 
which otherwiſe would have been the Ruin .of their Prenters, 
as they are or ought to be the Shame of their Authors, have 
been diſtributed at the publick Expence. The Mercuries 
of the Poſt-houſe are the wholeale Dealers, who convey them 
to the Exciſe, and Cu/tom-houſe Officers ; and theſe hawk them 
out to Coffee-houſes and Inns, unrequeſted and Duty-free.. On 
the'other Hand, all Pamphlets, or Papers, which ſpeak in 
Defence of Liberty, and attack the Enemies of our Conftitution, 
are prohibited.

I wiſh I could fay that Perſons of mean Fortunes only 
were to be ſuſpected of acting under Influence, I fear there 
are many others, who ought to be Objects of our Suſpicion ; 
and it was once the Opinion of the King, Lords, and Com- 
mons, that no Man, who had a Place or 77 from the 
Croton, ſhould fit among the Repreſentatives of the Commons 
of England. It is a difficult Thing for any Man to ſerve 
two Maſters, and to diſtinguiſh, when Conteſts ariſe, which 
ought to prevail, his Gratitude to his King, or his Duty to 
his Country. I do not in the leaſt doubt that ſome Gen- 
tlemen, in theſe Circumſtances, act according to the beſt of

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to lay new Burthens upon Traders, by reviving ald Duties, 
and new modelling others; they will be treated with the ut- 
moſt Contempt ; and truſted no more with an Office, which 
they have executed with Baſeneſs and Treachery. It muſt 
be evident to all Men, that the Liberties of Engli/hmen now 
depend upon the approaching Criſis. Should the Electors 
of Great Britain make but one falſe Step, in all Probability 
it would be irretrievable. 

If we look into antient Hiſtories, and take a view of 
the Revolutions of Free States, we ſhall find that few have 
loſt their Liberties by 2 Congueſts, or external Invaſions, 
in Proportion to thoſe, which have been enſlaved by the 
Bribery of their Magiſtrates, and the Corruption of the 
People. Rome, that had conquered the World, was enſlaved 
by the Venaliiy of the People. But J hope that never will 
be our Caſe, At leaſt, the preſent Spirit of the People, which 
diſcovers itſelf thro' all Parts of the Kingdom, gives us a 
better Proſpect, and ought to animate us in the Cauſe of 
Liberty. ſe is credibly reported, that a few Perſons at 
TavunToNn, who had it in their Power to turn the Elec- 
tion of a Mayor, lately refuſed the Sum of Two Trovu- 
SAND PoUNDs for their Votes, upon that Occaſion ; and 
we have had Inſtances of the like Nature at RocHEST ER, 
and other Places. The Conduct of theſe Men certainly de- 
. ſerves our higheft Acknowlegments ; and if the Electors in 
general would follow their Example, they would not only 
purge themſelves from the Imputation of Corruption, but

PoLANnD, SWEDEN, and the Nox THERN POWERS. 


TH Imperial, Saxon, and Ruſſian Miniſters at Warſaw, 

are preparing to accompany the Senators and Officers of 
the Crown who are going to meet King Auguſtus III. 
They are to be eſcorted by a Body of 6000 Ruſſians, and 
. In that manner to attend his Majeſty to be crowned at 
Cracow, General Laſci pretends to have received Advice, 
that M. Poczzey had indeed attacked the great Ruſſian Con- 
voy in Lithuania, but without Succeſs, it being arrived in 
Grodno, The 11th Inſtant, a Reinforcement of a Ruſſian 
Regiment of Dragoons, with fix Batallions, and -6 Pieces 
of Cannon, arrived at J/arſaw, They have b-en ſince 
followed by ſix other Regiments of Dragons, with ſome 
Thouſands of Cafſacts, Calmucks, and Hu7%rs. making to- 
gether near z Men, commanded by (, ral Baratin- 


di. General Laſci, who, it is faid, ny V ed for this 
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Reinſorcement, immediately upon their Arrival, marched 


to take Poſſeſſion of Leitz, and now continuing his Rout 
to Poliſh Pruſſia. Part of the Saxon Cavalry is arrived with- 
in three German Miles of the City of Thorn, and was ſol- 
lowed by their whole Army. 

They talk at Dantzick of drawing a Line with Cannon 
and Redoubts, to ſecure that City and its Territories from 
the Approach of any Enemy, and to that End likewiſe that 
at Elbinguen is to be fortified, and a ſtrong Gariſon put 
into it. Some of the Elector of Saxom's Manifeſtoes have 
been privately handed about in that City, where likewiſe 
an Officer from the Baſhaw of Choczim, arrived on the 1oth 
inſt. and alighted at King Stani/laus's Palace. That Prince 
having lately received a very conſiderable Remittance from 
France, immediately employed 150000 Florins of it to pay 
the Army, and generouſly diftributed the reſt among his 
Followers. A Courier is arrived there with Advice of a 
Battle in the Ukraine, between the Tartars and the Ruſſians, 
in which it is ſaid, the latter loſt 12000 Men. It is re- 
ported in that City, that King Staniſſaus is about to put him- 
ſelf at the Head of his Army, to offer the Ruſſians Battle, 
and that ſeveral of his great Men are departed to aſſemble 
as many of the Nobility as poſſible, to attend the King for 
this End, | 

A very ſmart Piece has been publiſhed in Holland, en- 
titled, A Compariſon between the two Elections; by which, in 
the Opinion of moſt People, it plainly appears, that Stani- 
flaus was elected according to all the Forms preſcribed by 
the Laws of Poland, and there was not one of theſe Forms 
obſeryed in the Election of his Rival. Some Advices ſay, 
that the Tartars have made an Eruption into the Czarina's 
Country, routed the Army that oppoſed them, and killed 
12000 Men. If this be true, the Czarina will probably be 
ſoon obliged to call her Army from Poland.

Pray Gentlemen relieve your Brother as much as you 
can, that we may have the Doctors Works as ſoon as poſſible, 

Don't name Names unleſs it be neceſſary, but to ſhow you tha# 
I am not aſhamed of mine, I ſubſcribe myſelf &c. 


We are obliged to our Correſpondant for an HinT which 
he gives us in this Letter ; yet we cannot forbear ſaying, that 
he ſeems to be a little too hard upon Prie/ts in General. We 
cannot help thinking that ſome of them are Men of Honour 
and Honeſty; yet it is very certain that the Practices of too 
many of them, their inſatiable thir/t after Money, and the 
ſcandalous Manner, in which they have proſtituted Themſelves 
and their Characters in order to come at it, has given too 
fair a Handle for People to believe, that their Religion is 
nothing more than a certain gainful Trade or Craft, and 
that they do not believe a Word themſelves, of what they 
Preach to Laymen. 

We 
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We ſhall adviſe Mr. Budgell to take very little Notice of 
all thoſe Falſbuads, which we ſee a mean Emy, and an indefa. 
tigable Malice are capable of producing; we ſhall give but tu 
Inftances which will ſufficiently ſhew that Task would by 
endleſs. We have ſeen it affirmed in Print, that the Doctor 
died in a lonely Place, where Mr. Budgell had taken Lods- 
ings for him, from one of his own Acquaintance, Every 
ord of all this is a moſt impudent Falſond. The Houſe 
the Doctor lodged in is in a handſome Row of Buildings, and 
near Grays-Inn: Part of the Royal Family, and almoſt all 
the People in Town paſt twice a Day before his Door, 
going to and returning from //fington Wells; and the Doctor 
faw ſeveral of his Friends, who drank the Waters, much 
oftener than he ever did before: He agreed himſelf with the 
Lady who built the Houſe, and lived. in ſome Part of it, 
both to Lodge and Diet with her. Mr. Budgell never knew 
what Agreement the Doctor had made, till a little before he 
died, and was a Stranger to the Lady who owns the Houſe, 
till the Doctor came to lodge there. We have likewiſe ſeen it 
aſſerted in Print, that Mr. Budgell had inveighled an old Gen- 
tleman, whoſe Underſtanding was almoſt decayed, to leave 
him what he had. This is a moſt falſe and infamous Reflec- 

tion"upon Dr. Tindall himſelf, | 
That great Man had more ſtrong Senſe, and ſound Judg- 
ment *till within ten Minutes before he died, than all 
thoſe Wretches who have made this Reflection were ever 
Maſters of in their Lives. All who knew him do very well 
know, that there was not a Man in England who thought 
more for himſelf, or who more ſcorned to be governed by 
other People. Two of his intimate Acquaintance preſſed him 
very hardly, a little before his Death, upon a certain tender 
Point, but the Doctor's Behaviour ſoon convinced them that 
he was not to be tutored. Mr. Budgell was far from intrud- 
ing himſelf upon the Doctor; the manner of their becoming 
' acquainted was thus: The Doctor having read the famous 
Piece, entitled, A Letter to the King of Sparta, immediately 
declared, That he mu/t be acquainted with the Gentleman wh» 
wrote that Book, He got accordingly one of Friends to invite 
Mr. Budgell to Dinner, and this was the firſt time they ſaw 
one another; but from this time the Doctor took ſo much 
pleaſure in his Company, that all about him know he uſed to 
ſend for him once or twice every Day, which was much 
oftner than Mr. BudgelPs Affairs would allow him to go. 


Many likewiſe can witneſs, that the Doctor would fain have 
; contrived 
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contrived things ſo as to live with him in the ſame Houſe, 
but this Mr. Budgel! likewiſe declined, finding it impoſſible 
for him to be ſo much with this Great Man as he could really 
have wiſhed. 

We have already obſerved, that they did not think alike in 
ſome Points: what the Doctor was pleaſed with in our Brother, 
as he has told ſeveral of his Friends, was, that he never met 
with a Man who was more defirous to know, on all doubtful Sub- 
jefts, what could be ſaid on each fide of the Queſtion, who had 
a fairer way of arguing, or ſeemed more ſincere in his Search 
after TRUTH. | 

We hope he will not ſuffer himſelf to be diverted by any 
little Arts or Cunning, from giving the World a Noble Edition 
of the Doctor's Works, and of ſuch Pieces as he has left be- 
hind him, This is what he has been adviſed to in the follnwing

The Diſſertation upon Parties continued. 


F. D'Anvers begins his laſt Craftſman with 
ll ob/erving that a juſt Diſcernment of Spirits 
which enables Men to pry into the Hearts of 
8 rthers, and to diſcover their true Charaters, 
and that a certain Folitical Sagacity formed 
by Experience and Art, is abſolutely neceſſary 
in the Conduct of publick A fairs. 

This (ſays Mr. D'Anvers) is that ſuperior Talent of Mi- 
m/ters of State, which is ſo rarely found in thoſe of other 
Countries, and which abounds ſo happily at, preſent in thoſe 
of Great Britain. It is by this, that they diſcover the moſt 
ſecret Diſpoſitions of other Caurts; and, diſcovering thoſe Diſ- 
poſitions, prevent their Deſigns, or never ſuffer themſelves 
to be ſurprized by them. It is by this, that they watch 
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over the publick Tranquility at home; foreſee what effect 
every Event, that happens, and much more every Step they 
make themſelves, will have on the Sentiments and Paffions 
of Mankind, 'Fhis Part of human Wiſdom is therefore 
every Where of Uſe; but is of indiſpenſable Neceſſity in 
free Countries, where a greater Regard is to be conſtantly had 
to the various Fluctuations of Parties; to the Temper, Hu- 
mour, Opinion and Prejudices of the People. Without 
ſuch a Regard as this, thoſe Combinations of peculiar Cir- 
cumſtances, which we commonly call Conjundtures, can never 
be improved to the beſt Advantage by acting in Conformity, 
and in Proportion to them ; and without improving ſuch 
Conjunctures to the beſt Advantage, it is impoſſible to atchieve 
any great Undertaking ; or even to conduct Affairs ſucceſo- 
ſully, in their ordinary Courſe. 

A Want of this juſt Diſcernment of Spirits, if J am not 
extremely miſtaken, defeated the Deſigns of thoſe, who 
proſecuted with ſo much Vigour the Popiſh Plot, and the 
Excluſim of the Duke of York. Several of them were Men of 
very great Abilities ; and yet we ſhall have no Reaſon to 
be ſurprized that they. failed in this Point, if we reflect how 
unfit even the greateſt Genius is to diſcern the Spirits of others, 
when he hath once overheated his own, All Men are fallible; 
but here lies the Difference, Some Men, ſuch as I have juſt 
mentioned, croſſed by Difficulties, preſſed by Exigencies, 
tranſported by their own Paſſions, or by the Paſſions of thoſe 
who fight under their Banner, may now and then deviate 
into Error, and into Error of long and fatal Conſequence. 
But there are ſome Men, ſuch as I ſhall not mention upon 
this Occaſion, (becauſe I reſerve them for another and 2 
better) who never deviate into the Road of good Senſe ; who, 
croſſed by no Difficulties, preſſed by no Exigencies, meet- 
Ing ſcarce Oppoſition enough to excite their Induſtry, 2nd 
guiding a tame, well-tutored Flock, that follow their Bell. 
whether obſtinately, but never tread on his Heels; there are 
Men, I fay, whoſe ſpecial Privilege it is to proceed with all 
theſe Advantage deliberately and ſuperciliouſty, from Blun- 
der to Blunder, ſrom Year to Year, in one perpetual Maze 
of confuſed; incoherent, inconſiſtent, unmeaning Schemes 
of Buſineſs. 

But having nothing to do with the Men of this Character, 
at preſent, I return to thoſe of the former Claſs ; to the 
Men, who led the Whig- Party, at its firſt appearance, in 
the Time of King Charles the IId. The Foundation, upon 
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which they built all their Hopes of Succeſs, was this ; that they 
ſhould frighten and force the King into a Compliance with 
them; but they did not enough conſider that the Methods 
they took were equally proper to frighten and force a great 
Part of the Nation from them, by Reaſon of the particular 
Circumſtances of that Time. They did not enough conſi- 
der, that when they began'to put their Deſigns in Execution, 
ſcarce twenty Years had paſſed from the Reſtoration ; and 
that the higheſt Principles, in Favour of the Church and the 
Monarchy, had prevailed almoſt univerſally, during one half 
of that Time, and very penerally, during the other half ; 
that they had the accidental Paſſions of the People for them, 
but the ſettled Habits of Thinking againſt them ; that they 
were going off from a bread to a narrow Bottom, from the 
Nation to a Part of the Nation; and this at a Time, when 
they wanted a more than ordinary Concurrence of the whole 
Body. They did not enough confider that they were chang- 
ing the very Nature of their Party, and giving an Oppor- 
tunity to the Court, which was then become, in the ſtrict 
Senſe of the Word, a Faction, to grow up into a Party 
again, and ſuch a. Party as would divide, at leaſt, the People 
with them, upon Principles plauſible in thoſe Days, and ſuf- 
ficient to raiſe a Spirit, capable to diſappoint all their En- 
deavours. 

The ſame Reſentments and Prejudices, the ſame Jealouſies 
and Fears, which burſt out with Violence, upon many Oc- 
caſions a few Years before, lay ſtill in the Hearts of Men; 
latent, and quiet, indeed, and wearing out by Degrees ; but 
yet eaſy to be revived, and to be blown up a- new. If we 
compare the Conduct of the long Parliament in 1674 and 
1675 with the Attempts, which had been lately made, during 
the Adminiſtration of the Cabal; with the Secret of the 
ſecmd Dutch War, and many other Deſigns and Practices 
of the Court, which were then come lately and very authen- 
tically to Light; with the State of Scotland, which was 
then ſubdued under a real Tyranny ; and with that of Ireland, 
where, to fay no more, the Ae of Settlement was but ill 
obſerved ; if we make this Compariſon, it will not yet ap- 
pear, that the Proceedings of the Houſe of Commons were 
immoderate, though they were warm, nor factious, though 
they were vigorous, nor that any Danger could be then 
reaſonably apprehend from them, except to the Enemies 
of the Conſtitution in Church and State; and yet even 
then the old Reſentments, Prejudices, Jealouſies and Fears 
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began 'to revive; and an Apprehenſion of falling back 
under the Influence of Presbyterian and Republican Princi- 
ples, began to ſhew itſelf in the Houſe of Lords, and in the 
Nation. It is true that this had no immediate Conſequence, 
becauſe the Popiþ Plot broke out ſoon afterwards like a 
mighty Flame, in which theſe little Fires, that began to 
burn a- new, were loſt, This great Event made the Church 
and the Diſſenters continue to run into one as they had begun 
to do before; and the ſole Diviſion of Parties was that of 
the Court and the Country, as long as this Parliament laſted. 
But ſtill it was evident with how delicate an Hand every 
Thing, that related to our former Diſputes, required to be 
touched. It was evident that the leaſt Alarm given to the 
Church, or to thoſe, who valued themſelves on the Princi- 
ples of Loyalty then in Faſhion, would be ſufficient to open 
thoſe Wounds, which were juſt skinned over, and to raiſe 
two new Parties, out of the Aſhes of the old. 

Theſe Parties were not raifed, whilſt the long Parliament 
ſate; becauſe a general Opinion prevailed, and well enough 
founded on their precedent Conduct, that however angry the 
King might be with the Parliament, or the Parliament with 
the King, a few popular Steps made on one Side, and a little 
Money granted on the other, would ſoften Matters between 
them, and diſpoſe them to forget all former Quarrels. As 
hot therefore as the Parliament grew, and as much as ſome 
People might think that they exceeded their Bounds ; yet 
ſtill it was difficult to perſuade even theſe People that a 
Parliament, like this, would puſh Things to the laſt Extre- 
mity ; deſtroy the Conſtitution they had ſettled and ſupported 
with ſo much Zeal; or draw the Sword againſt a Prince, 
to whom they had borne ſo much Affection. But in the 
Parliaments which followed, the Caſe was not the ſame; 
and J will ſtate as ſhortly as I can, upon Authorities, which 
no Man likely to contradict me muſt refuſe, what made the 
Differences. Theſe Authorities ſhall be that of Purnet, and 
that of Rapin; whom ] quote, on this Occaſion, for the 
ſame Reaſon as I would quote my Lord Clarendon againſt 
King Charles the 1ſt, or Ludlnu for him. 

In the Year 1676, before we have Grounds ſufficient to 
affirm that the Deſign of (a) excluding the D. of York was 
formed, but not before we have Reaſon to ſuſpe& that it 
might be in the Thoughts of ſeveral, thoſe who ſtood fore- 
molt in the Qppoſition ta the Court, were very induſtrious

to procure a Diſſolution of the long Parliament; ſo induſtri- 
ous, that they (4) negotiated the Affair to the Duke, who 
had concurred in a Vote for an Addreſs to diſſolve it; and 
they undertook (c) that a new Parliament ſhould be more in- 
clineable to grant the Papiſts a Toleration, than they would 
ever find this would prove, The Papiſt were in Earneſt for 
this Meaſure ; ſince Coleman drew a Declaration for juſtifying 
it, and fince their Deſign in it was 19 divide the (d) King 
and his People. It is fair to conclude that the Prote/tants, 
who had been in it at the time I mention, upon Party Views, 
were at leaſt as much fo, when their Views roſe higher. 
This Parliament had puſhed a ſtrict and thorough Exami- 
nation into the Popih Plat, with great Sincerity and Zeal. 
Nay, the Project of the Excluſion had been ſtarted, tho' 
not proſecuted in the laſt Seſſion. May we not take it for 
granted however, that they, who were now reſolved to carry 
the Excluſion in the manner in which they ſoon attempted 
to carry it, and who foreſaw by Conſequence the Difficul- 
ties that would be oppoſed to them, and the ſtrong 
Meaſures they ſhould be obliged to purſue, in order to over- 
come theſe Difficulties; I ſay, might not they think this 
Parliament much leſs proper than any other to engage and 
perſiſt in ſuch Meaſures ? They thought thus, without doubt; 
and ſo far they judged better than the King, who came 
into the D:/ſolution, upon very different Motives. But as 
to the Conſequence of engaging a new Parliament in ſuch 
ſtrong. Meaſures, the Event ſhewed that the Xing judged 
better than they, in the Progreſs of this Affair. 

The Diſſenters who had been long perſecuted by the 
Parliament, and bantered and abuſed by the Court, were 
encouraged by the Conjuncture to lift up their Heads. They 
took Advantage of the Horror and indignation, which the 
Diſcovery of the Popiſb Plot, and the Uſe made of this Diſ- 
covery had raiſed all over the Kingdom. They could not 
be more zealous in this Cauſe than the Members of the Ha- 
bliſhed Church had ſhewn themſelves to be; but they cry'd 
perhaps louder for it. In ſhort, whateyer their Management 
was, or however they were abetted, certain it is, that they 
were very active, and very ſucceſsful too, in the Elections 
of the Parliament, which followed the long Parliament, ac- 
cording to Rapin, who aſſerts, that many of the Members 
choſen into this Houſe of Commons, were Presbyterians. He 
might have ſaid as much, upon juſt as good Grounds, of 
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the two Parliaments, which followed this, and I ſhall ſpeak 
of them indiſcreminately. The Leaders, who muſtered al 
their Forces, in order to puſh the Bill of Excluſion, looked 
an this Turn in the Elections as an Advantage to them; and 
it might not have been a Diſadvantage, if they and the D/ 
ſenters had improved it with more Moderation. But they 
were far from doing fo, as Rapin ſeems himſelf to own 1 
little unwillingly ; when he ſays, that Complaiſance for the 
Presbyterians was carried perhaps too far, in the Bill for th: 
Comprehenſion of Proteſtant Difſenters. Biſhop Burnet ſpeaks 
more plainly. He owns that many began to declare openly in 
Favour of the Non-Conformiſts ; that upon this the Non-Con- 
formiſts behaved themſelves very indecently ; that they fell ſeverely 
on the Body of the Clergy; and that they made the Biſhops and 
Clergy apprehend that a Rebellion, and with it the pulling 
the Church 10 Pieces, was deſigned. Several other Paſſage: 
of the ſame Strength, and to the ſame Furpoſe, might be 
collected from this Fifterian; and he, who reads them, will 
not be ſurprized, I think, to find that ſuch Proceedings as 
theſe, both in Parliament and out of it, gave an alarm to the 
Clergy, and ſet them to make Parallels between the late and thi 
preſent Times; and to infuſe the Fears and the Paſſions, 
which agitated them, into the Nation, The Biſhop accuſes 
them, indeed, of doing this with much Indecency. But 


they, who are frightened out of their Wits, will be apt to 


be indecent ; and Indecency begets Indecency. 


At the ſame time, that theſe Jealouſies of a deſign to 


deſtroy the, Church prevailed, others prevailed likewiſe of a 
Deſign to alter the Government of the State; of a Delign 
not only againſt the Succeſſor, but againſt the Poſſeſſor of 
the Crawn, Many well-meaning Men, ſays Biſhop Burnet 
upon one Occaſion, began to diſlike thefe Practices, and to ab- 
prehend that a Change of Government was defigned.--- The 
King came to think himſelf, ſays the ſame Author upon another 
Occaſion, levelled at chiefly, the for Decency's Sake his Bro- 
ther was only named. Rapin goes farther ; for, ſpeaking of 
the ſame times, he uſes this remarkable Expreffion ; that 
Things feemed to be taking the ſame Courſe as in the Year 1640; 
and that there was Reaſon to think that the oppoſing Party had 
no better Intentions towards the King now than the Enemies of 
King Charles the 1% had towards him. But whatever ſome 
particular Men, who knew themſelves irreconcileable with the 
King, as well as the Duke, or ſome others, who had ſtill 
about them a Tang of religious Enthuſiaſm and ä 
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Whimſies, might intend : I am far froni thinking that the 
Party, who promoted the Excluſion, meant to deſtroy, on 
the contrary, it is plain they meant to preſerve, by that 
very Meaſure, the Conſtitution in Church and State. The 
Reaſon why I quote theſe Paffages, and refer to others of 
the ſame Kind, is not to ſhew what was really deſigned, 
but what was apprehended; for as the Diſtinction of I hig 
and Tory ſubſiſted long aſter the real Differences were ex- 
tinguiſhed, ſo were theſe Parties at firſt divided, not ſo 
much by Overtrafts committed, as by the Apprebenſians, 
which each of them entertained of the Intentions of the other, 
When the Reſolution was once taken of rejecting all Limi- 
tations, on the Belief artfully, and, I think, knaviſhly pro- 
pagated, that the King would yield, if the Parliament per- 
ſiſted; the neceſſary Conſequences of the King's adhering in- 
flexibly to his Brother, were thoſe which followed ; thoſe 
Fulmina Parliamentaria, harſh Votes, angry Proceedings, 
Addreſſes that were in Truth Remonſtrances, Projects of 
Aſſociations, Pretenſions to a Power of DISPENSING worth 
WJ the Execution of Laws, that very Prerogative they had fo 
juitly refuſed to the Crown, and many others which I omit. 
All theſe would have been blaſts of Wind, bruta Fulmina, 
no more, if the King had yielded; and that they were puſſied 
in this Confidence by the Bulk of the Party, who puſhed 
them, cannot be doubted 3 fince it cannot be doubted that 
the Bulk of the Party depended on the King's yielding al- 
moſt, perhaps, even to the laſt, Some few might be wil- 
ling, nay deſirous, that he ſhould not yield, and hope to 
bring Things into a State of Confuſion, which none but 
Madmen, or thoſe, whom their Crimes, or their Fortunes 
render deſperate, can ever wiſh to ſee, But it would be 
hard indeed, if Parties were to be characterized, not by their 
common View, or the general Tenour of their Conduct, 
but by the private Views imputed to ſome amongſt them, 
or by the particular Sallies, into which Miſtake, Surprize, 
or Paſſion hath ſometimes betrayed the beſt-intentioned, 
and even the beſt conducted Bodies of Men. Whig and 
Tiry were now formed into Parties; but I think they were 
not now, nor at any other time, what they believed one 
another, nor what they have been repreſented by their Ene- 
mies, nay by their Friends, The J//h:igs were not Round- 
beads, tho? the Meaſures they purſued, being ſtronger than 
tie Temper of the Nation would then bear, gave Occa- 
hon to the Suſpicions I have mentioned. The Tories were 

not 
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not Cavaliers, tho* they took the Alarm ſo ſudden and 5 
warm for the Church and the King; and tho” they carrie 
the Principles in Favour of the King, at leaſt, whilſt the 
Heat of their Conteſts with the oppoſite Party laſted, higher 
than they had been ever carried before. The Whigs wer: 
not Diſſenters, nor Republicans, tho' they favoured the fr. 
mer, and tho* ſome inconſiderable Remains of the ate 
might find Shelter in their Party, The Tories had no Dil. 
poſition to become Slaves or Papr/ts, tho' they abetted the 
Exerciſe of an exorbitant Power by the Crown, and tho 
they ſupported the Pretenſions of a Popih Succeſſor to it.—

Mr. Fog's laſt Journal contains ſeveral Obſervations on the 
French and Roman Hiftory. 


8 O ME are of an Opinion (ſays Mr. Ng that Cardinal 


Richlieu formed his Scheme of Power, to laſt no longer 
than his own Life —— he had a Mind to govern at Will; 
but was not unwilling that Liberty ſhould revive after his 
Deceaſe, and the Reaſon given for this Opinion is, that he 
did not undermine the Foundation of Liberty, by endea- 
vouring to ſubdue the Parliament of Paris by Corruption, 
— it is certain, he had Civil Employments enough. at his 
diſpoſal, to have gained over a Majority of that Aſſembly; 
that is to ſay, if he could have found a Number baſe enough 


to have accepted of theſe Employments upon the ſcandalous 


Conditions upon which they generally given, and then 
he would have had nothing to do, but for Form- ſake to have 
preſented his Edicts to be verified, but he had Senſe enough 
to know, that ſo groſs an Impoſition could never have paſſed 
upon the People, that'it would be a dangerous and fooliſh Me- 
thod, for it is very poſſible the People might not ſubmit to 
Edits formed at Court, and verified by thoſe whom they 
knew to be the Slaves of the Court, only becauſe they were 
called a Parliament, therefore he did that by Art and Ad- 
dreſs, which a very Blunderer might have brought about, by 
ſquandering away the Treaſure of, the Kingdom in Bribes. 
It is certain in this laſt Caſe the Forms would have been 
preſerved, here would have been a Parliament, and every 
Step of the Miniſters would have received the San&#ion of 
that Parliament, if we may uſe the Word Sanction to any 
thing that could be done by ſuch a corrupt Aſſembly, and this 
brings us naturally to conſider the uſe which thoſe, who 
aim at undermining the Liberties of a Nation, make of the 
outward Forms of Things. 
. Machiavil ſays, that thoſe who go about to deſtroy the 
Liberties of a free People, muſt by all Means ſuffer things 
to retain their uſual Forms, becauſe (ſays he) the People 
will be ſo deceived by theſe Forms, that they will not ſee 
their Liberties are going, at leaſt for a great while, and 
even till they feel the Change, by the Severities of Arbitrary 
Powers; this was the Method taken by Augu/tus, which 
Vol. IV. 1 the 
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— Tranſlator of Tacitus takes Notice of in the following 
ords: 

« The People were deceived into a Belief, that they till 

* enjoyed their old Government, becauſe their Magiſtrates 
6 had till their old Names, tho' with no more Power, 
„ than he (Auguſtus) thought fit to leave them - - This 
© was the Advice of Mzcenas, that to the Officers of State, 
'* the ſame Names, Pomp, and Ornaments ſhould be con- 
* tinued, with all the Appearances of Authority without 
power, Eadem Magiftratuum Vocabula, fua Conſulibus, 
% ſua Prætoribus Species — They were to have no mi- 
e litary Command during their Term; but to poſſeſs the 
* old Furiſdiction of adjudging all Cauſes finally, except ſuch 
© as were Capital, and tho” ſome of theſe laſt were left to 
<< the Governor of Rome, an Officer newly ereated by the 
Emperor, yet the Chief were reſerved. 
„Moreover, Auguſtus paid very _ court to the Peo- 
ce ple--- the very Name that covered his Uſurpation was a 
% Compliment to them He affected to call it the Power 
of Tribuneſhip, an Office firſt created purely for their 
Protection, and as the ftrongeft Effort and Barrier of 
popular Liberty It was for their Sake and Security he 
'« pretended to aſſume this Power Such an Energy there 
is in Words! - the Office itſelf was erected as a Bulwark 
„ againſt Tyranny, and by the Name of it Tyranny is 
* now ſupported ----- In the ſame Manner he uſed and per- 
« verted the Conſulſhip, another Magiſtracy peculiar to the 
«© Commonwealth ; but by him abuſed to the Ends of his 
* Monarchy.” 

But beſides all this, Peace was eftabliſhed, the Taxes were 
very eaſy, and all the Neceſſaries of Life were cheap and 
plenty, ſo that as yet the People did not feel the Weight of 
Arbitrary Power. | 
In the Reign of that Monſter, Tiberins, who ſucceeded 
Rim, the ſame Policy was purſued in Reſpect to outward 
Forms, nay, it was preſerved to a greater Nicety, and Rea- 
ſon good, becauſe, worſe Uſe was to be made of it, he had 
ſo tender a Regard for the Laws, that he would not oppreſs 
the People but according to Law--- Every Act of Arbitrary 
Power muft paſs the Senate --- Pompeius macer the Prætor, 
asked Tiberius, whether a certain Perſon, who was ſuppoſed to 
have writteh againſt him ſhould be tried by the Law againſt 
Treaſon; Tiberius anſwered, that by all means the Laws muſt 


Have their Cour /e, and be duly executed; the Prætor _ 
ed 
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flood him well enough, for this was as much as to ſay, the 
Man muſt be condemned; for the Conſuls, the Prætors, and 
even the Senate, were no better than the Inftruments of his 
Tyranny, when this good Emperor thought fit to delegate his 
Power to his Favourite, Sejanus the Favourite play'd the 
Tyrant with the ſame nice and delicate Regard to the Laws 
and tho we look upon his Actions with ſo much Indigna- 
tion, yet he only privately commanded, what the Senate pub- 
lickly decreed ; he made the Laws the Rules of his Admini- 
ſtration (as we expreſs it now a Days) and what is more-re- 
markable is, that this ſame Sejanus, after he fell into Diſ- 
grace with the Emperor, was put to Death, his Daughter 
rayiſhed by the common Hangman, and his whole Family 
extirpated likewiſe according to Law, | 

Cardinal De Retz, in his Obſervations upon the Miniſte- 
ries of Richlieu and Mazarine, has wiſely remarked how 
much Mankind are ſometimes abuſed by Knaves in Po- 
wer, by the Force of Pretence of governing according to 
Law itſelf, becomes the moſt intolerable of all Grievances, 
when it is adminiſtered by ſelf-intereſted ----corrupt----- and 
ambitious Men ----- the Roman Law againſt "Treaſon, in- 
cluded all thoſe who betrayed the Army abroad by any 
Correſpondence with the Enemy, - - - - - thoſe who raiſed 
Inſurrections at home, ſuch as corruptly and faithleſs admi- 
niſtered a publick Office, and debaſed the Majeſty of the 
Roman People -- theſe were ouvert Acts, and ſuch ouvert Acts 
as moſt of the Miniſters of the Emperors were guilty of, 
at leaſt they were guilty of the laſt ; but how was this Law 
perverted by them ? It was made inſtrumental in defending 
them in their worſt Practices, and thoſe who writ, or ſpoke 
againſt Traitors in Power, who were ruining the Publick, 
were tried and condemned by this very Law, as if the 
whole Majeſty of the Roman People had been confined to 
ö vicious Court, and a few Scoundrels in Employment un- 

er it. 

But where is the Wonder, that the Laws made for the 
Preſervation of a free State ſhould be turned to Purpoſes 
quite different from their firſt Intent? When ſome Men 
in greateſt Authority are working to deſtroy the Freedom 
of that State, when the Oppreſſors have a Command over 
thoſe who are to interpret the Laws, nay, can appoint 
their own Tools for that Purpoſe — — Hiſtory will 
furniſh us with a Multitude of Examples of Fellows that 

ve 
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have been raiſed from Meanneſs and Obſcurity, and placed 
in the Judgment Seat for no other Merit, but a certain 
Boldneſs in ſtretching and fitting the Laws to the Deſigns 
and Paſſions of thoſe who give them Preferment. 

Cardinal De Retz take Notice of another Circumſtance 
in bad Government more grievous than what is here de- 
ſcribed ----- He js obſerving, with how much Inſolence the 
the Mercenaries of Cardinal Mazarine were wont to re- 
proach the Gentry and common People for their oppoſing 
a Miniſter who never ated any thing contrary to Law 
—— This (ſays he) will be the cant, wherever the Peo- 
ple. juſtly complain of Grievances, and tho? it may furniſh 
the Creatures of Power with ſomething to ſay, where 
the Actions of their Patrons are apparently bad, yet Men 
of Senſe are never deceived by it; for tho' it ſhould be 
true, that they affect to keep up the Formality of acting 
according to Law, yet the World will ſee whether they act 
by the ancient Laws, which were originally made to pre- 
ſerve a juſt Ballance betwixt the Prerogative of the Crown, 
and the Liberties of the People ; or whether they a& by cer- 
tain new Laws, which they themſelves have cauſed to be 
made, on purpoſe to tie the Hands of the People, and to 
make themſelves ſafe in acting without Controul ; if they 
have introduced ſuch Innovations unknown in the Days of 
Liberty, it is eaſy to govern by Law, when their Will is thus 
become the Law, and this is the moſt melancholy of all 
Situations, in Reſpect to the People, becauſe, thoſe Tyran- 
nies endure the longe/t, which are ſtrengthened and fortified 
by Laws. |

H AD it been our Misfortunes (ſays Mr. Osborne) to have 
lived under any of thoſe Reigns which the Crafiſinaa 
hath been lately deſcribing, it would have been highly rea- 
ſonable and gloriqus to have aſſerted the Country 7ntere/?, be- 
cauſe there was a Court Intere/t in direct Oppoſition to the real 
Good of the Country: In thoſe Reigns, Deſigns were per- 
tually carrying on to introduce either Popery or Arb/*rory 
Power, or both; in thoſe Reigns, we had Murders in Form 
of Law, Freaſons againſt the Conſlitution, Suſpenſions of Lotos, 


ſurren- 
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and betraying of Charters, Perverſiant of the whale 
Courſe of Fuſtice, by wicked Judges and infamous Furies, packed 
by a more infamous Court; till at laſt the fatal Blow was 
ſtruck, and the Conſtitution abſolutely deſtroyed, by the ſet- 
ting up of a Regal Power to diſpenſe. with all the Laws of 
England at Pleaſure. This was our deplorable Caſe at home, 
while we were fold to Princes abroad; and not only the 
Intereſt of Great-Britain, but that of all Eprope, baſely ſa- 
crificed to Lewis the XI'Vth, for Penſions and little mercenary 
Self-Views. | | 

In theſe Reigns, the J/higs, to their immortal Honour, 
made a noble Stand: They virtuouſy ſupported a Country- 
Intereſt, and bravely exhorted their Fellow-Subjects to defend 
their Liberties, But what was iſe then, is Cant and Folly 
n; what was Virtue then, is Vice now; and what was Praiſe- 
worthy, and full of Glory then, is Scandalous, and full of 
Infamy now : becauſe we live in a Reign which is the very 
Reverſe of thoſe Reigns ; a Reign, under which we reap the 
happy Fruits of all the Labour of our Fore-fathers, for there 
was not an Evil complained of then, but what is redreſſed 
nw; and ſo well redreſſed, that tis hardly poffible to con- 
ceive a Court more in the Intereſt of the People, than the 
preſent.

Actions full of Glory to themſelves, and of the greateſt Ser. 
vice to their Country, | 
This is our — that the Country- Intereſt is the Court. 
Intereſt. To talk, therefore, of a Country-Intereft againſt the 
Court, is to talk of a Country-Intereſt againſt itſelf ; as a 
National Union, againſt the Court, would be a National Unim 
againſt National Good: For the Court is the greate/t National 
Good we ever enjoyed; and the Miniſtry have behaved fo well, 
thro? the general Courſe of their Adminiſtration, that *twould 
ſhew great Ignorance of Human Nature ever to expect better

© that Affair feriouſly, there will be many of a different 
© Opinion from what they were of in the Committee; for 
© my own Part, Sir, I muſt ſay, that the more I conſider 
that Scheme on which theſe Reſolutions are founded, the 
© more Objections I find to it, the leſs I find in thoſe Ar- 
© guments which were offered in Support of it. One o 
© the chief Ends propoſed by this Scheme is, the preventing 
© of thoſe Frauds which have formerly been committed in 
the Tobacco-Trade ; but, if we particularly examine thoſe 
* Frauds, we ſhall find, that every one of them may either 
© be prevented by the Laws already in being, or they ar: 
© ſuch as cannot be effectually prevented by any Thing in 
x the Scheme propoſed, 

* That Fraud which has been committed upon the 
© Weighing of the Tobacco at the Cuftom-houſe, and like- 
wiſe that of 'exporting one Sort of Tobacco for another, 
is altogether owing, as has been already obſerved, -to 3 
Neglect of Duty in the Officers, and not to any 
in the Laws: And as to the Frauds of running, or te. 
landing Tobacco after it has been entered for Exportation, 
and has received the Drawbacks, which are thoſe by which 
'© the Publick has, and always will ſuffer the moſt, there i 
nothing in the Scheme that can any way contribute to 
the preventing them; for *tis not the Manner of col. 
lecting of Duties, but the Amount of the Duties, which 
occaſions Smuggling or Running in all Countries and in 
all Branches of Trade; and fince the Duties on To 
bacco are by this Scheme to be as high, or very nes 
as high as they were before, we may expect, that there 
will be as much Smuggling as there was formerly; w 
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« the Temptation, is great, there will be a great many that 
vill run the riſque be it eyer ſo great.

© As for the Warehouſes propoſed, if there be any Thin 
* in that Part of the Scheme, which may he of Uſe alf 
* Smugpling, it is not, Sir, to this Scheme, that the Pro- 
poſition owes its Birth; it is, Sir, what the Merchants 
# themſelves have long ago deſired; and for that Purpoſe 
* I drew up ſome time ago a Clauſe to have been offered 
to this Houſe, which I ſhewed to the Hon. Gentleman on 
* the Floor, and at that time the Affair would have been 
* puſhed, but there aroſe ſome Diſputes and Differences among 
* the Merchants themſelves, which occaſioned its being de- 
* ferred; That Part of the Scheme therefore I ſhall find no 
„fault with, I believe no Merchant will, but then we 
would have it without the Laws of Exciſe ; for this Rea- 
* ſon the Hon. Gentleman cries out againſt the Merchants, 
s a very unreaſonable Set of Men; he ſays that they for- 
* merly deſired to have Warehouſes, and yet now they re- 
* fuſe-to accept of them. But do not Gentlemen ſee where 
the Difference lies? The Merchants deſire to have Ware- 
© houſes without an Exciſe, and the Hon. Gentleman will 
* not it ſeems favour us with the one, without loading us 
* with the other. x 

As to what the Civil Liſt may get by this Scheme, 
* it will depend entirely. upon the Effet the Scheme may 
have in relation to the preventing of Frauds; but it is 
* certain, that if the publick Revenue get any Thing by the 
Scheme, the Civil Lift will get in Proportion, or rather 
more; for, by what is now propoſed, that part of the 
Duty which goes towards the Civil Lift, is ſtill to be 
* payable upon Importation at the Cuſtom-houſe, and to be 
* drawn back on Exportation, as before: Now it is mani- 
* feſt, that this will be a great Advantage to the Civil Liſt, 
* and often a great Inconvenience to the Merchant; for 
* once in every ſix Weeks that Money will be carried to 
the Exchequer, and when once it is lodged there, I believe 
it will there remain; it will never be ſent back to 
* the Cuſtom-houſe, to anſwer any Occaſion there may 
© be for it at that Place; ſo that when the Merchant 
comes to export a Quantity of Tobacco, and to call for 
bis Drawback, if the Commiſſioners have none of that 
Civil Liſt Money in their Hands, they cannot apply the 
* Produce of any other Branch of the publick Revenue to 
that Uſe, and therefore the Merchant muſt wait for his 
© Drawback till ſome new Tobacco's be imported Re 

will 
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* which Means the Crown may often haye the Uſe of that 
* Money, which ſhould have been applied to the Payment 
of the Merchant, perhaps for near 'a Twelve-month 2 
* a Time; and the Lying-out of that Money for ſo long 
© a Time, may often happen to be of dangerous Confe. 
* quence to the Merchant's Credit. | 

The Hon. Gentleman talked of making London a free 
Port, I wiſh, Sir, with all my Heart he would do ſo; 
it is certainly what every Merchant wiſhes to ſee done, 
and what would greatly contribute to the Increaſe and 
* Encouragement of the Trade of this Nation; but how 
© ſuch a Pretence can be ſet up in Favour of the Scheme 
© now before us, I cannot comprehend, for I can ſee nothing 
cin the Scheme that has the Teaſt Tendency towards pro- 
< ducing an Effect ſo much to be wiſhed for: On the con- 
© trary, it appears evident to me, that by this Scheme the 
Port of London, and all the other Ports of the Kingdom, 
c will be jo far from being made free, that at every one 
© of them the Merchant will be ſubjected to more Trouble 
and Expence, both upon Importation and Exportation, than 
ever he was before. Tis true, that upon the Importation of 
Tobacco, the Merchant was formerly obliged to pay down 
« thewhole Duties, or give his Bond, with ſufficient Sureties ſor 
© them, but this was never any Hardſhip upon the Mer- 
© chant, becauſe, if he had ready Money, he advanced it 
© for the prompt Payment of the Duties, and he had an 
© Allowance for ſo doing, which was but a reaſonable Al. 
© lowance, conſidering how long he was ſometimes oblige 
© ito keep his Tobacco on his Hands, before he met with 
© a Market either for Home-conſumption or Exportation, 
© and how many Months Credit he was 'often after that 
© obliged to give to the Buyer; and if he had not ready 
© Money at Command, he could formerly give his Bond for 
© the whole Duties with two ſufficient Sureties, which a Man 
aof tolerable Credit could always eafily find; whereas by 
« this Scheme, it ſeems, every Merchant-Importer of To- 
< bacco muſt pay ſome Part of the Duties at the Entry, 
let him make what ſhift he will for the Money, Which 
© to a poor Man is a new Hardſhip, and to a rich Man 
the Payment of that Part of the Duties in ready Money 
is a greater Hardſhip than the Payment of the whole, con- 
ſidering that he has no Allowance for prompt Fayment, 
as to thzt Part of the Duties which he is obliged to pay 
in ready Money, 
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« ] am ſurpriſed, Sir, to hear any Gentleman ſay, that 
Brewers maaky e Acgount of their being 
* ſubjected,to. the Lama of Exciſe ; Ido not know what 
© ſort of Brewers. thoſe. Gentlemen may converſe with, but 
I never converied; with any wha ic: ngf complain of it as 
« a very great Grieyance,, nor did T, ever, meet with any 
« who could not give very good and ſubſtaatial Reaſons for 
« their Complaints. Ihere are many particular Ways, by 
which the Officers o, Exciſe may he troubleſome and vex- 
« atious to the Brewer, but there is one which is generally 
« practiſed- all; over the Kingdom, and, that is, that thoſe 
Officers not only guage and take an Account of their 
« Liquors, but likewiſe; oblige the Brewers to ſhew them 
« their Books as oſten ras: they have a Mind, by which 
« Means they not only pry into all the Secrets and My- 
© ſeries of their Trade, but likewiſe into their Circumſtances 
© and Fortunes. Can any Gentleman look upon this as no 
« Grievance? Js it not a Hardſhip. upon any Man to have 
„the. Secrets and Myſteries of his Trade expoſed to every 
little Fellow whom the Commiſfoners of [Exciſe ſhall 
* pleaſe to put in Authority over him? But is it not ſtill 
© a greater Hardſhip for a Man to be obliged to diſcover 
* his Circumſtances to one who is an utter Stranger to him, 
perhaps to one who is his moſt implacable Enemy. | 
The Hon. Gentleman, I find, Sir, values himſelf much 
upon the ſmall Increaſe of Exciſe-Officers that is to be 
made by his Scheme, but then he ſeems to forget the 
* Warehouſe-keepers: They, as well as the other Officers 
* of Exciſe, are all to be named by the Crown, and paid 
by the Publick, conſequently they are certainly to be called 
Officers of the Revenue: They will be as expenſive to 
the Publick, and as great Slaves to the Adminiftration, as 
any other ſort of Officers Whatever. As there are a great 
Number of Tobacco- Warchouſes in Britain, there muſt 
be a great Number of them employed to attend thoſe 
Warehouſes as often as there ſhall he. Occaſion for them, 
* otherwiſe it will be impoſſible for the Merchant to manage 
* or, diſpoſe of the Goods he has there lodged ; from whence 
I muſt conclude, that the Number of thoſe Warehouſe- 
* keepers will be much more than double the Number of 
the other new Officers to be added by this Scheme. 
Gentlemen ſeem to make light of the Trouble that 
Merchants will be put to by thoſe Warehouſe-kcepers ; 
* they think it will be no Inconvenience to the Merchant 
© to 
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© to be debarred all Acceſs to his Goods; but at thoſe Hour, 
© when the Warehowſe-keeper is to be obliged to attend 
© him, Thoſe who argue at' this rate; ſeem to know but 
© little of the'various Acciderits that happen in Trade; but 
© this" is not the only Tneonvenience that even the Mer. 
©''chant is to be expoſed to by this Scheme; he muſt, for 
© every Quantity of Tobacco he ' ſells, make a Journey, 
or ſend -a Meſſenger to the Permit-Office for a Permit, 
< which muſt neceſſarily put him to a great deal of Trou- 
dle, and alſo to a great Expence; and therefore, that the 
Merchant may be as much eaſed as poſſible, I hope that, 
as ſoon as thoſe publick Warehouſes. are all appointed, 
there will be two little Lodges like Centry-boxes, built 
© ſomewhere adjoining to each Warehouſe, one for the 
© Warehouſe-keeper, and the other for the Officer who ; 
to grant the Permits. Mel 

© Tt has been ſaid, that Liberty has nothing to do in the 
© 'Queſtron now before us, but, in my Opinion, if it 5 
© not deeply concerned in this Queſtion, it never can be 
© concerned in any Queſtion that can come before this 
© Houſe: Is not every Man's Houſe looked on as his Aſy- 
© Jum? Is then the giving a Power to any little paltry Ex- 
ciſe-man to enter People's Houſes at all Times of the 
< Day and Night no Encroachment upon the Liberty of 
© thoſe People? If it is not an Encroachment upon 2 
Man's Liberty, it certainly is a very direct one upon his 
© Property, and of Conſequence it will be found to be an 
« Encroachment upon his Liberty; for, can any Man be 
«© faid to be free, who muſt ſubmit to, and be the humble 
Slave of, his Exciſe- man, otherwiſe he muſt expect no 
© Quiet or Comfort within his own Dwelling-houſe : 
Ihe moſt blameleſs Conduct cannot ſecure him againk 
© Vexation ; and no Man can be ſaid to be free, who cannot 
c depend upon his Innocence for his Protection: An Off- 
© cer, inveſted with ſuch Power, may fall upon twenty 
Ways to teaze and vex the moſt innocent Man upon 
Earth: I know that one of my Acquaintance, who has 
the Misfortune to be ſubje& to the Laws of Exciſe already 
in being, was, for a conſiderable Time together regularly 
viſited by his Exciſe- man at the Hour the Family went 
to Dinner, and if they had but civilly asked the Gentle- 
man to call at any other Time, his immediate Anſwer Was, 
No, Sir, I'm in a Hurry, I have a great deal of other Bu- 
© fineſs to attend beſides yours; 1 muſt immediately viſit 1 
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© Place, if you will not allow. me I muſt go, and I Inow 
6 2 fo Ag this rude Behaviour the whole Family 
« was diſturbed, and ane of them way always obliged to get 
„up from Dinner, in order to go and let him viſit ſuch 
Places in the Houſe as he had a Min. 
| « Theſe, Sir, are the Fellows. who, this fine Scheme, 
« are to put into every Man's Houſe that is a Dealer in 
c either of the two Commodities of Tobacco or Wine: 
« Theſe are the Lord Danes, who. are to be by Law ap- 
pointed to lord it over every ſuch. Dealer his whole 
Family: We know what was the Fate of the Lord 
«© Danes we had formerly in England, and I ſhall be very 
little furpriſed if theſe new ones meet with the ſame 
Fate. In ſhort, Sir, Gentlemen may dreſs up this 
«© Scheme in what Shape they pleaſe, but to one, who 
© conſiders it coolly and impartially, as I have done, it 
* muſt appear in its true Colours, I am convinced that 
© it would produce nothing but the moſt miſchievous Con- 
© ſequences, not only to thoſe who are to be immediate- 
© ly affected by it, but likewiſe to the Liberties and Pro- 
* perties-of the Nation in general, and therefore I am en- 
* tirely againſt. agreeing to the Reſolutions of the Com- 
© mittee.

not thoſe Gentlemen who think the Method propyty 
© of collecting this Revenue, wilt ſecure to the Publ, 
© what they have an undoubted” Night to. All that jy 
© been faid on this Head, and what we are now endes 
* vouring to do by this Bill, is calculated to affect thi; 
Men only, whoſe” Artifice and Cunnmg have hither 
© evaded the Cuſtoms, againſt whom no leſs Caution © 
© ſecure that Duty to the publick Purſe, which ever 
© Conſumer of this Commodity has an indiſputable Righ 
< to have fairly collecte. 

© Surely, Sir, no Gentleman who appears for thi 
© Scheme, would for his own Sake protect or countenance 
© it, if he imagined the Succeſs would either affect ou 
© Trade, or the Body of the Eng/if Merchants imme: 
© diately concerned in the Exportation of our own Manu. 
© factures, or by way of Return for them in the Impor- 
© tation of foreign Productions, uſeful and neceſſary tous; 
for it is to our Trade, and to our Merchants, that the 
real Cauſes of the Wealth and Profperity of this Nation 
are principally to be afcribed. But, Sir, this Scheme 
is not intended to affect, nor will, I think, in any Shape 
reach theſe Men, which when they come impartia! 
to conſider, they muſt be ſenſible of; and then they 
will be able to judge, whether they have been alarmed it 
the Approach of real, or only at the Noife of imaginary 
Dangers. - | 

I am very ſorry, Sir, to hear fo often urged that thelc 
Reſtrictions propoſed only for the preventing of Fraud: 
will be a Diſcouragement to Trade in general; for the 
natural Concluſion from thence would ſeem to be, that 
Frauds and Trade were inſeparable: As the very Foun- 
dation of this Scheme appears to me to be intended for the 
Improvement .of the publick Revenue by the Diſcourage- 
ment of Frauds, when it is ſo often affirmed, that 1: 
will alſo be a Diſcouragement to Trade, a Stranger in the 
Gallery, who was to hear our Debates, would naturally 
imagine a Continuance of, or a Connivance at Frauds 
was in this Country a neceffary Encouragement to Trade. 
© Sir, as this Bill appears to me to be attended with cer- 
tain Advantages to the Tobacco-Trade, and as I ſhould be 
glad to be ſet right if I am miſtaken ; I beg Leave to ask

© Now I am up, Sir, give me leave to remind Gentle. 
© men, that, as the Law now ſtands, Four-pence' three Far:

< porter takes the Advantages of all the Diſcounts on promꝑ 
© Payment, otherways the Doty comes: higher ; but by thi

ment of the Revenue : But what appears to me pretty 
extraordinary, is to hear that Improvement urged as one 
of the chief Objections againſt the whole Scheme, becauſe 
the Civil Liſt Revenue will alſo of courſe receive ſome In- 
creaſe, Give me leave, Sir, to ſay, that whatever Ap- 
earance of Weight there might have been in this Objec- 
tion before the Scheme was known, yet now when it comes 
© to be conſidered, that the Crown in return gives up to 
© the Publick all Forfeitures and Seizures, this Objection 
© can be but ef little Weight; But ſurely, Sir, this could 
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never have been thought a ſufficient Objection for the Le- 
giſlature to refuſe a Remedy againſt” the known Frauds 
practiſed in the Collection of the publick Revenue, be- 
cauſe twould have prevented thoſe pas againſt the 
Crown; eſpecially when even this Improvement of the 
King's Income is no more than what was in Effect granted 
by the Parliament, when they appropriated the Produce 
of thoſe Duties to his Majeſty for Life, 92 594 

© But, Sir, ſince it is ſaid that this Alteration in the Me- 
thod of collecting the Duty on Tobacco will be ſuch an 
Augmentation to the Revenue, though no new 'Tax be 
hid on, nor an Addition made to any one now in being 

it may be asked, From whence this Augmentation will 
ariſe? To this the bare Enumeration of the ſeveral Frauds 
t preſent practiſed in the Collection of this Duty would be 
a ſufficient Anſwer, eſpecially if we conſider the large Sum, 
which the Frauds that have actually been diſcovered'yearly 
mount to, and that it cannot be ſuppoſed, that one fifth 
Fart of the Frauds which have really been committed, 
have ever come to the Knowledge of the Publick, or thoſe 
ntruſted with the collecting of this Duty; but as the 
honourable Gentleman, who opened this Debate in the 
Committee, has ſo fully and ſo demonſtrably ſhewn the 
Particulars of - theſe unlawful Tranſactions, and as there are 
in this Houſe ſo many Gentlemen thoroughly acquainted 
with the Courſe of the publick Revenues, who can ſpeak 
more minutely to the Nature of theſe Frauds than I am 
pable of doing, I ſhall not enter into a Detail of them, 
ut only take Notice, that there have been ſome Inſtances 
where a Tripple Fraud has been committed in the Diſpoſal 
of the fame individual Parcel of Tobacco; he indeed who 
raftiſes this Method muſt be very adroit-in the Buſineſs of 
dmupoling, but it is certain it has been practiſed ; the unfa'r 
rader has contrived to receive the full Duty twice from 
ie Publick, without having ever paid it once tothe Publick : 
He has received from the Government the Drawbacks upon

Wiſdom of their Anceſtors had provided to guard the Barrier 
of Liberty'—- this Reflection rendered them unactive, and 
almoſt without Motion, and this Eethargy, which had ſeized 
the Minds of all Orders of Men, might have laſted a greut 
while, had Mazarine had the Skill and Dexterity to have 
improved it to his own Advantage ; but it ſeems, he took it 
for a kind and gentle Slumber, and his Mercenaries often 
bragged of it, and uſed to mention it as a Proof of the ęe. 
neral Content, which his Adminiſtration gave the People; 
2nd while this laſted, it is no wonder if his Oppoſers were 
treated as a Pack of Ineendiaries, that endeavoured to diſturb 
the publick Tranquillity, 4 3 
However, an Accident happened, which rous'd the whole 
Nation---We took Notice, that a publick Lethargy is the 
Effe& of long Oppreffion, which poſſeſſing the Minds of 
Men to ſuch a Degree, that they can ſee no Redreſs, they 
are apt to lie down in Deſpair, yet it muſt be obſerved, it 
will ſometimes happen, that even in the midft of this Diſ- 
pair, if a Dawn of Light breaks in upon them, that brings 
with it a Proſpect of Relief, they are apt of a ſudden to 
run into the other Extream, and immediately think fuch 
Things may be eafily brought to paſs, as a little before ap 
peared to them altogether fmpoffible -- and thus exactly it 
fell out in the Affair of which we are writing. 
The Parliament was raiſed to Life upon the following

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te to provide himſelf with a Chancellor, and Judꝰd, that 
Ops * little dirty Work upon Occaſion, Which was 4 
very neceſſary Caution in a Man who reſolyed to be very 
arbitrary, and yet to govern according to Lam. 
The Miniſters were about. putting this Edict in Execu- 
tion when the Parliament took the Alarm, — the Miniſters 
hearing that they began to be awake, thought to amuſe them, 
and Jull them to ſleep again, by lay ing the Edict before 
them to be examined the Mercenaries of the Cardinal 
repreſented this Step as an extreme Piece of Condeſcenſion 
in him, and that it ſhewed the Uptightneſs of his Intentions, 
whereas the little Knaviſh Cunning of it lay here, if they 
had waſted their Time in examining it, whether rey 
proved or diſproved it, it was to have been put in Execu- 
tion as ſoon as their Sittings was o'er, for it was reſolved that 
it ſhould be underſtood, that their only examining it was, 
acknowletging that the Court of Aids had a Right to verify 
Edidts ; but ſee the Cardinals Diſappointment ; they did exi- 
mine it, and found it ſo abominable, that they publiſhed a 
Manifeſto in their own Name, directed to all the Subſects, 
forbidding them to yield Obedience to the faid Edict, or 
paying a Farthing that ſhould be demanded of them by Vir- 
tue of it, eondemning it as Arbitrary, Oppreſſive, and II- 


As ſoon as this News was ſpread over. the Kingdom, the 
People were raiſed to a Pitch of Joy that had not been 
known in the Memory of Man, tbhoſe, who. but a little 
before couch'd under the Weight of Arbitary Power, now 
dream'd of nothing but recovering their antient Liherties---

Wit and Humour (ſays this Gentleman) may, indeed, 
heighten the Colguring, but cannot alter the Proportions, 
If the Cloaths don't fit, the Taylor, not the J/earer will be 
The late Lord Shafisbury, in one of his Eflays, aflerts 
that Ridicule is the ſureſt Teſt of Truth and real Warth; be- 


cauſe it will never hold, where it is not juſt ; and inſtead of 
wounding the Object, tecoils upon the Author. Wit and 
Humour can only diſcover and diſplay Ridicule, but can- 
not create it; and tho', perhaps, the Diſcovery was not 
very obvious, yet when once made, the Truth of it muſt 
ſtrike every body, or it will pleaſe nobody. 10 
Contempt and Ridicule are very near a-kin, with this Dif- 
ſerence only, that a Man may be very contemptible, with- 
out being ridiculous, but cannot be very vidiculous, without 
being contermptible ; Contempt ariſing from a Privation of good 
Qualities ; Ridicu/e from an Affectation of them, No Man 
i; ridiculous, tho he may be contemptible, for being really 
what he is; but for thinking himſelf, or endeavouring to 
be thought, what he is not, and cannot be. Thus a Foal, 
or a Bleckhegd, is only contemptible, whilſt he confines him- 
ſelf within his own Dominions of Ignorance and Dullneſs; 
but if he preſumes to ſtep into the Regions of Wit or 
Learning, he immediately becomes ridiculous into the Bar- 
gain; and thus a» Fellow of eminent Incapacity and liberal 
Manners, who pretends - to Buſineſs, . or Politeneſs, riſes 
= ln Object of Contempt into a ſhining one of Ri- 
ule, | * 
The greater the Diſtance between the real and the e 
Yuali cations, the ſtronger is the Contraſt, and the higher 
the dicule, The Aſs in the Lyan's Shin was much more, 
ndiculoys than he would have been, if he had contented 
bimſelf with aſſuming the Kindred Appearance of an Fuse.

particular Cateries; but the impenetrable Head and the por. 
terly Manners of a Stateſman and a Courtier are glaring Ob. 
jects of national and univerſal Mirth, There Ridicule ſeems 
enthroned, and adorned with all her Luftre. 
le is certain, there are ſome People born ſo much beloy 
the reſt of their Species, that it is ridic uluus, and even pre- 
ſumptuous in them to imitate, or rather mimick the Actions 
of the common Run of Mankind. I once knew a Ma 
fo formed by Nature for Dirt and ill Manners, that they al. 
moſt became him; and he grew ridiculous, by putting on 
Civility and clean Linnen.

ave done his Country good Service at a PLoUGH-T a1, If 
this Obſervation holds true in the Church, as it certainly 
does, it is not lefs ſo in the State ; where we have ſometimes 
feen the Country endangered by the Heads of thoſe, who were 
by Nature intended to have improved it with their Hands. 
Let us ſuppoſe Men, born with Talents below the Vulgar, 
and thoſe puzzled and perplexed ; not improved by a labo- 
rious Application, but like dirty Puddles grow more muddy 
by ſtirring ; advanced to high Stations only by Birth, or ſome 
whimſical Concurrence of Circumſtances ; rather bewildered 
in the Mazes, than engaged in the Diſpateh of Buſineſs, 
wallowing in Papers, of which they neither comprehend the

uſeleſs at beſt, but commonly dangerous. All they do hath 
a Taint of Ridicule in it, and wants a certain Comelineſs and 
Dignity, which is always neceſſary to carry on publick Mea- 
ſures with Succeſs. en who can miſtake themſelves ſo 
eroſly, are not only capable of miſtaking moſt other Things 
2s much, but rather incapable of not miſtaking every Thing, 
Where they mean to ſtrike Terror, they create 167 
Harmleſs Squadrons convey their Threats, and filent Canmms 
proclaim their Glory, Miſtaten Intereſtr are the Baſis of 
their Negotiations, and inevitable War the neceſſary and 
immediate Conſequence of their Treaties of Peace. Ty 
Machiavel, and all the political Writers, lay it down for a 
Maxim, that nothing worſe can happen to a Government, 
than to be turned into Ridicule, or to fink into Contempt. 
In ſuch a Caſe, it can have no Weight abroad, nor any 
Strength at home. Men of Senſe and Character will not 
embarque, under the Conduct of ſuch Pilots, but take Care 
to keep diſengaged from the Crew. This puts the final 
Stamp of Contempt and Ridicule upon them; which after- 
wards paſſes current with the reſt of Mankind, and becomes 
the Faſhion to ſuch a Degree, that the - People are aſhamed 
— «i in the Sentence, tho' they are often ignorant of 
the Fact, | f 
An Adminiſtration, in ſuch ſhameful Circumſtances, can- 
not ſubſiſt long; but eſpecially if, by an uncommon Fatality; 
ſme Members of it join the publick Hatred to the publich 
Contempt acquired by the others. It muſt then inevitably 
and immediately yield to the ſeldom united Attacks of natio- 
nl Ridicule and national Odium. | 

There is always a ſtrange Awkwardneſs in a Government 
ſo framed and circumſtantiated. One ſees a lazy, reluctant 
Cooperation in all the ſubordinate Parts of it. Some difcover 
the Conſciouſneſs of their Shame, by a ſilent Diſcontent and 
i ſurly Concurrence. Others hope to leſſen it, by a frank 
Confeſſion, and pleading their Neceſſities like Debtors, who 
ikulk within the Verge, and ſhelter themſelves under the 
Privilege of a Court ; but all impatiently wait to be relieved 
tom their opprebiovs or ridiculus Servitude.

The 
oſt improbable Reports, the moſt idle Surmiſes, carried 
about in Whiſpers, were ſufficient (as I might eaſily ſhew in 
arious Inſtances) to raiſe a panick Terror in one Party, 
vr the other, In both, there were but too many Perſons 
In the Watch, to improve and to propagate theſe Ter-

tween the two Caſes. The preſent Cry, being void of Pr. 
tence, is therefore without Eet&?, It is heard in few Play, 
and believed only in one. But to return; 

When the Nation was divided in this Manner, the Hen 
of the Parties increaſed as their Conteſt laſted, according 
to the uſual Courſe of Things. New Engagements wer 
daily taken; new Provocations and Offences were daily 
given. Publick Diſputes begot private Pique ; and private 
Pique ſupported publick Diſputes with greater Rancour and 
Obſtinacy. The oppoſite Principles, advanced by the tw 
Parties, were carried higher and higher, as they grew more 
inflamed ; and the Meaſures they purſued, in order to gt 
the better each of his Adverſary, without overmuch Regad 
to any other Conſequence, became ſtronger and ſtronger 
and perhaps equally dangerous. The Meeting of the Ya 
liament at Oxford had a kind of hoſtile Appearance ; and 
as ſoon as Parliaments were laid aſide, which happened en 
the ſudden and indecent Diſſolution of this, the Appearances 
grew worſe, No Security having been obtained, by Parlu 
mentary Methods, againſt the Dangers of a Popiſh Succeſſun 
it is probable that they, who looked on theſe Dangers u 
neareſt and greateſt, began to caſt about how they might 
ſecure themſelves and their Country againſt them, by Maud 
of anther Kind; ſuch as extreme Neceſſity, and nothing bu 
extreme Neceſſity can authorize. Such Methods were happil 
purſued, and attended with glorious Succeſs, a few Ye 
afterwards, when this Succeſſion had taken Place; and, h 
taking Place, had juſtify'd all that had been ſaid aga 
it, or foreboded of it ; when the Nation was ripe for 
fiſtance, and the Prince of Orange ready and able, from 
Multitude of fortunate, concurring Circumſtances, to ſup 
port ſo great an Enterprize, But the Attempts, WI 
were wile at one Time, would have been deſperate at the 9! 
and the Meaſures, which produced a Revolution in the Reig 
of King James, would have produced, in the Reign of Kin 
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gurl a civil War, of uncertain Event at beſt; I ſay, of 
"certain Event at beſt ; becauſe it ſeems to me, that who- 
er revolves in his Thoughts the State of England and 
land, as well as the Situation of our Neighbours on the 
mntinent, at that Time muſt de of Opinion that if the 
Nuarrel - about the Excluſion had broke out into a War, 

b Cauſe would have been the wor/# ſupported. The 
King, more united than ever with his Brother, would have 
revailed, What was projected in 1670, and perhaps more 
han was intended, would have been effected; and the Reli- 
ron and Liberty of Great Britain would bave been deſtroyed 
by Conſequence. We cannot. ſay, and it would be Pre- 
umption to pretend to gueſs, how far the Hands of Party 
ul gone, in Scotland, or in England, into Meaſures-for im- 
ploying: Force, Perhaps, little more had paſſed, in which 
by who became the principal Sacrifices, were any way con- 
zerned,, than raſh Diſcourſe, about dangerous, but rude in- 
ligeſted Schemes; ſtarted by Men of wild Imaginations, or 
deſperate Fortunes; and rather hearkened to than aſſented to;

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Authority, and ſecuring the Crown to the Duke of York, Th, 
Principles of divine, hereditary Right, of Paſſive Obedience and 
Non- Reſiſtance, were revived and propagated with greater Ze] 
than ever. Not only the wild Whimſies of Enthuſiaſti, of 
Schoolmen, and Philoſophers, but the plaineſt Dictates of Re. 
ſon were ſolemnly condemned, in Favour of them, by lar. 
ed and reverend Bolies of Men; who little thought that in 
five Years time, that is, in 1688, they ſhould act conforn- 
ably to ſome of the very Propefitions, which at this Time 
they declared falſe, ſeditious. and impious. 

In ſhort, the Guelphs and Gibellines were not more anima. 
ted againſt each other, at any Time, than the Tories and 
Whigs at this; and in ſuch -a national Temper,' conſiders 
ble Steps were made, as they well might be, towards the 
Deſtruction of our Conſtitution. One of thoſe, which Ra.

Tho” I do not think (ſays Mr. D' Anders) the Deſigns 
of King Charles the Second, either deeply laid, or deeply 
a red in his own Mind ; yet in general they were founded 
m bad Principles, and directed to had Ends. He deſired 
ndeed to be eaſy, and to make his People ſo; but then 
Vor.

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he defired both theſe on ſuch Conditions, as were incon. 
{ment with goed Government, during the whole Court 
. of his Reign, and with the Security of Religion and Li. 
berty, during the-lattes Part of it. We have ſeen how the 
int-mperate- Conduct of many, and the flagitious Deſizn 
of ſome among the Whigs, weakened their own Pary, ani 
42 new Strength and new Provocation to the other. But we 
ave not yet conſidered ſome other Advantages, without which 
theſe Dix iſiegs could neithet have been fomented, not ſup- 
Ported as they were. Now theſe Advantages aroſe chicfy 
from the Character and Conduct of the Xing himſelf, If 
King Charles had found the Nation plunged in Corruyti- 
on; the. People chuſing their Repteſentatives for Money, 
without any other Regard; and theſe Repreſentatives of 
the People, -as well as the Nobility, reduced by Luxury 
to beg the unhallowed Alms of a Court; or to receive, 
like miſerable Hirelings, the Wages of Iniquity from 
Miniſter ; if he had found the Nation, I ſay, in this Con- 
dition (which extravagant Suppoſition one cannot make with: 
out Hdrror) he might have diſhonoured her abroad, and 
impoveriſhed and oppreſſed her at home, tho' he had been 
the weakeſt Prince on Earth, and his Miniſters the molt 
odious and contemptible Men, that ever preſumed to be am- 
bitious. Our Fathers might have fallen into Circumſtances 
which compoſe the very Quinteffence of political Miſery, 
They might have fold their Birth-right for Porridge, that 
was their own, They might have been bubbled by the 
foolliſh, . bullied by the fearful, and inſulted by thoſe whom 
they deſpiſed. They would have deſerved to be Slaves and 
they might have been treated as ſuch. When a free Per 
ple crouch, like Camels, to be loaded, the next at Hand, 
no matter who mounts them, and they ſoon” feel the Why 
and the pur of their Brant; for a Tyrant, whether Prins 
or Miniſter, reſembles the Devil in many Reſpects, particu 
larly in this. He is often both the Tempterend Tormenter 
He makes the Criminal, and he puniſhes the Crime. 

But this was not the State of the Engliſh Nation at the 
Time we ſpeak of, We were not yet corrupted, nor eve 
quite ripe for Corruption, Parties there were; and th 
Conteſts of theſe Parties gave Occaſion to the Rile an 
Growth of Faction; ſome of which ran into the moſt { 
ditious Practices againſt the Government, and others inte 
the vileſt Submiſſion to it. But till a Spirit of Liberty re 
mained in many, uncorrupted and unextinguiſhed ; and fuci 
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+ worked our national Deliverance in the Days of Diſtreſs, 
that ſoon followed. We were Freemen then, in the proper 
Senſe, and full Extent of the Words; becauſe not only the 
Laws, which aſſerted our common Rights, were maintained 
and improved, but private [ndependency; which can alone 
ſupport publick Liberty, under ſuch a Government as ours, 
and which was itſelf ſupported by ſome off that ancient OFeo- 
um and Simplicity of Manners, that were growing, but not 
grown out of Faſhion, Such a People, as we then were, 
could neither be bought nor driven; and I think King Charles 
could not have divided and led them, if he had wanted any of 
the Qualities he poſſeſſed, or had held another Conduct than 
he held. Far from being proud, haughty, or brutal *, he 
lad nat a Grain of Pride, or Vanity in his whole Compoſition ; 
but was the moſt affable, beſt-bred Man alive. He treated 
his Subjects like Noblemen, like Gentlemen, like Freemen, not 
like Vaſſals, or Boors, Whatever Notion he had of his he- 
rditary Right, he owned his Obligation for the Crown he 
wore to his People, as much as he would have been bound 
todo, in Reaſon, in Juſtice, in Honour, and in Prudence, 
if he had ſtood at the greateſt Diitance from it in the 
Courſe of lineal Succeſſion, and had been called to it from 
the low State, in which he was before, by the free Gifſt 
d Choice of the Nation. His Profeſſions were plauſible, 
d his whole Behaviour engaging; ſo that he won upon 
te Hearts, even whilſt he loſt the good Opinion of his 
bets ; and often ballanced their Judgment of Things, by 
leit perſonal Inclination. Theſe Qualities, and this Part of 
Conduct went a great way to give him Credit with his 
feople, and an Hold on their Affections. But this was not 
He obſerved their Temper, and he complied with it. 
le yielded to them in Points, from which he had deter- 
lined, and declared too, that he would never depart. To 
ow when to yield, in Government, is at leaft as neceſſary, 
«to know when to loſe in Trade; and he, who cannot do 
© fyſt, is ſo little likely to govern a Kingdom well, that it 
more than probable he would govern a Shop ill. King 
uren gave up to the Murmurs of his People, not one or 
* ſuch Minifters as may be found almoſt behind every Desk; 
we awkard Pageants of Courts, thoſe wooden Images, 
ich People gild and then worſhip; but ſeveral great and 
Men; nay, whole Cabals of ſuch, who had Merit =P | 
my 
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him, tho“ they had none with the Nation.” | He' ſtarted 
often out of the true Intereſt of his People; but the Voice 
of his People almoſt as often reclaimed him. He made the 
firſt Dutch War ; but he made the Triple Alliance too, He 
engaged with France in the War of 1672; but he made x 
ſeparate Peace with Holland. True it is, indeed, that nei- 
ther the Repreſentations of his Parliament, nor the Deſires 
of his People, could prevail on him to go farther, and to 
enter in earneſt into the War againſt France, But the Con- 
fidence between him and his Parliament was ſo broken at 
that time, that they would not truſt him, not he them. 
At this I am not ſurpriſed, and for that very Reaſon ] 
confeſs, I have always been ſo at the ſtrong and repeated 
Inſtances made to force him into that War; ſince it can- 
not ſurely be better Policy to drive a Prince into a War, WW 
which he has no Inclination to make, than it would be 
to be drawn by him into a War, if he had no Ability to WW" 
conduct it. In home Affairs, beſides his frequent Conceſſions, WW 
whenever the Nation took Umbrage at his E roccedings, he 
paſſed the 77%, and the Habeas Corpus Bills, and many others Wil 
for the publick Benefit; and I ſcarce remember any prpular Wi 
Act, which ſtopped at the Throne in his Time, except WW" 
that about the Militia, which he apprehended to be a dan- WW 
gerous Encroachment on his Prerogative ; and another in WW" 
Favour of the Diſſenters, which was contrived, mean WW 
enough, to be ſtolen off the Table in the Houſe of Lordi. WW? 
What has been touched here, and in former Papers, will . 
be ſufficient to ſhew, in ſome Meaſure, how King Charlie Wi ® 
was enabled to divide a Nation ſo united and ſo heated 3 WW" 
this Nation was, on the Diſcovery of the Popiſb Plat; to 
oppoſe ſo avowedly and fo reſolutely the Excluſion of bi 
Brether ; the Proſpect of whoſe ſucceeding to the Crown Wil" 
was become ſtill more dreadful, even by that ſmall Part 


of Coleman's Correſpondence, which had come to Light; I

ſtent with his and their common Intereſt, King Charles 
ot too wiſe to puſh the Nation to ſuch an Extremity.

The 
th Frents of King Famess Reign, and the Steps, by which

the Revolution was brought about, are ſo recent, and fo well 
known, that I ſhall not deſcend into any very particular 
mention of them. A few general Remarks on the Be- 
uriour of this Prince, and on the Behaviour of Parties, 
in his Reign, and at the Revolution, will be ſufficient to wind 
o the Hiſtory of I big and Tory, and to prove what I have 
o often aſſerted, that both Sides purged themſelves, on this 
neat Occaſion of the Imputations laid to their Charge by 
their Adverſaries, that the proper and real Diſtinction of the 
ws Parties expired at this Ara; and that altho' their Ghoſts 
e continued to haunt and divide us ſo many Years after- 
wards, yet there neither is, nor can be any Diviſion of 
Parties at this Time, reconcileable with common Senſe, and 
wmmon Honeſty, among thoſe who are come on the Stage 
of the World, under the preſent Conſtitution ; except thoſe 
of Churchmen and 1 thoſe of Court and Country. 
The Behaviour and Conduct of King James the IId. would 
te ſufficient, if there was no other Inſtance, and there are 
Thouſands, to ſhew that as ſtrong Prejudices, however got, 
xe the Parents, ſo a weak Underſtanding is the Nurſe of 
Bgotry,and Injuſtice, and Violence, and Cruelty, its Offspring. 
ſhs Prince was above Fifty when he came to the Throne. 
le had great Experience of all Kinds; particularly of the 
Temper of this Nation, and of the Impoſſibility to attempt 
ntroducing Popery, without hazarding his Crown. But his 
Eyperience profited him not. His Bigatry drew falſe Con- 
tuſions from it. He flattered himſelf that he ſhould 
e able to play Parties againſt one another, better than 
ts Brother had done ; (which, by the way, was the leaſt 
his little Talents ;) and, to compleat his Deſigns by an 
kthority, which was but too well eſtabliſhed, he paſſed, I 
link, for a ſincere Man. Perhaps, he was ſo ; and he 
oke always with great Emphaſis of the Mord of a King; 
and yet never was the meaneſt Word ſo ſcandalouſly broken

Biſhop Burnet ſpeaks of this Parliament very inde 
cently, and I think very untruly. They were neither Ml 
of Parts nor Eſtates, according to him. The Truth is 
that the Circumſtances under which we were brought b. 
the factious Proceedings of both Parties, in the late Reign 
for and againſt the Court, were ſuch as might perplex th 
beſt Parts, and puzzle the Heads even of the wiſeſt Men, 
A profeſſed, zealous Papiſt, in full and quiet Poſſeſſion of the 
Throne, and inſtead of any Proviſion made, or any Mes 
ſures taken againſt him, the Notion and the Exerciſe 0 
the Prerogative eſtabliſhed at an extravagant Height, wer 
ſuch Circumſtances, as laid the Nation almoſt at the Mer 
cy of the King. They therefore, who were the moſt de 
termined not to part with either their Religion or their L. 
berty, and yet had more to loſe in the Fray than Dr 
Burnet, might be willing to look round them; to wai 
Opportunities, and not undertake raſhly what can ſeldon 
be undertaken twice. It is impaſſible to believe that the 
Confidence in the King's Word was ſuch as they affected 
But like drowning Men, who ſaw nothing elſe to catc 
at, they caught at a Straw.

There 
were ſome, indeed, concerned in this great and glorious 
Undertaking, who had obſtinately preſerved, or lightly taken 
up, the Republican and other Vhimſies, that reigned in the 
Days of Uſurpation and Confuſion. If they could have 
prevailed, and it was no Fault of theirs they did not, the 
Crallition of Parties had been broken; and, inſtead of a 
Revlution, we might have had a Civil War; perhaps, not 
eren the ſad Chances of our Religion and Liberty. But this 
Leven was ſo near worn out, that it could neither corrupt 
nor ſeem any longer to corrupt the Maſs of the hig Party. 
The Party had never been Presbiterians nor Republicans, any 
more than they had been Puakers ; any more than the Tory 
Party had been Papiſts, when, notwithſtanding their Averſion 
to Popery, they were undeniably under the accidental Influence 
of Pop1ſh Councils, But even the Appearances were now recti- 
yd. The Revolution was a Fire, which purged off the Droſs 
of th Parties; and the Droſs being purged off, they appear- 
ed to be the ſame Metal, and anſwered the ſame Standard.

ber of Brokers, we may believe that ſome of them do 
endeavour to perſuade all thoſe of their Acquaintance to 
become Stock-jobbers. The Broker comes perhaps to the 
Merchant, and talks to him of the many Fatigues and 
Dangers, the great Trouble, and the ſmall Profits that 
are in his Way of Trade; and after having done al le 
can to put the Man out of Conceit with his own Bu- 
ſineſs, which is often too eaſily effectuated; he then tells 
him, that if he will allow him to dig for him in the 
rich Mine of Exchange Alley, he may get more for him 
in a Day, than he could get by his Trade in a T welve- 
month. Thus the Merchant is perſuaded ; he engages, 
he goes on for ſome Time, but never knows what he 
is a doing 'till he is quite undone : His juſt Creditors are 
ſurpriſed ; what, ſay they, this Man had a good Stock to 
begin with, he has had a good Trade for ſeveral Years, 
he never lived extravagantly; what is become of his 
Effects and Money? They enquire, they ſearch into his 
Affairs, and at laſt perhaps they find out, that the whole 
was gamed away by his Broker in Exchange Alley. 
* This, Sir, may, for what I know, increaſe publick 
Credit for a Time, but I am ſure it is a great Diſcou- 
ragement to Trade, which is the chief, the only folid 
Support of publick Credit; and it is the Ruin of all pri- 
vate Credit, it deſtroys that mutual Faith among Mer- 
chants, by which only our Trade can be made to proper 
and flouriſh, This, Sir, is a domeftick Evil ; an Evil, 
which, tho” fatal in its Conſequences, yet does not pe!- 
haps, immediately draw any Money out of the Nation; 
but there is a foreign Evil attending the Game of Stocks 
jobbing, by which the Nation may be plundered of great 
Sums of Money at once. It is by the Means ot Stock- 
jobbing always in the Power of every foreign Court to 
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* They have no more to do, but to ſend over, and ordeł 
* a great deal of Stock to be fold out at the current Price 
* for Time, then raiſe an Alarm of the Pretender, or ſome 
* ſuch Alarm, by which they may make all our publick 
Funds fall perhaps 20 per Cent. and fo purchaſe in Stock 
* 20 per Cent, cheaper than they ſold, in order to perform 
their Part of the Contracts they had before made for Time. 
* Thus, Sir, they may make a Harveſt of the Fall of our 
* publick Funds, and as they know beſt when the Alarm will 
blow over, they may make a new Harveſt of their Riſe. 
* Theſe, Sir, are but a few of the many Inconvenien- 
* cies that ariſe by Stock- jobbing. Give me leave now to 
© examine thoſe Inconveniencies which 'tis pretended will 
| be occaſioned by the paſſing of this Bill into a Law: 
As to the real and honeſt. Creditors of the Publick, I 
have as great a Regard for that Faith which ought to 
© be preſerved towards them as any Gentleman whatever 
I ſhall never be for doing any thing, that may leſſen their Se- 
© curity as to the Payment either of their Principal or In- 
« tereſt, and I wiſh that every Gentleman in ths Houſe 
were of the ſame Mind. But can it be ſaid, that the 
«© making ſuch Regulations as the publick Good requires 
© for the transferring of their Property from one to ano- 
ther, is any Impeachment of the publick Faith? The pre- 
© venting of Stock-jobbing is ſo far ſrom being a Breach 
© of publick Faith, that I am ſure it is what all he- 
neſt Creditors of the Publick wiſh and deſire: And as 
there is nothing in the Bill that can be a Hardſhip up- 
don any fair Purchaſer or Seller, it will be fo far from be- 
ing deſtructive to publick Credit, that it will rather in- 
( creaſe it, becauſe it will make every Man's Property in the 
publick Funds more certain and invariable ; for all thoſe 
' who have no other Aim but to receive their Dividen.ls pun- 
 Ctually, and to have their principal Money ſecure, chuſe 
to be in that Fund which is ſubject to the ſeweſt and leaſt 
* Mutations ; and this is the Reaſon that we always ſee the 
' Annuity Funds bear a higher Price in Proportion than any 
of our Trading Stocks, ES 
To fay, that no Penalty ought to be inflited, on a Pra- 
' ice that is found to be inconſiſtent with the publick Good, 
' becauſe Perſons ignorant of the Law may thereby ſuffer, 
"ſeems to me, Sir, to be a very odd Pretence. I hope, 
Gentlemen will in all other Caſes be as careful of in- 
fitting Penalties upon the Subject: It is indeed what ought 
"ever to be done but in Caſes of the utmoſt Neceſſity; 
Vor. IV. P p but 
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but where the Advancement of the publick Good, or the 
Security of private Property can be come at in no other 
Way, it muſt be done, and every Man is obliged to knoy 
the Law, or to apply himſelf to thoſe that do. In the 
preſent” Caſe no Man can by Ignorance ſubje& himſelf 
to the Penalties propoſed in this Bill without ſome dil. 
honeſt Intent; for I am convinced, that no Man ever 
did, or ever will either buy or ſell Stock for Time, un- 
leſs he knows more, or at leaſt thinks he knows more 
about that Stock than the Man to whom he ſells, or from 
whom he buys, which Intention is certainly not very fair, 
tho”, when it is not extended too far, it may be neceſſur 
to overlook it in the way of Commerce. 

© This, Sir, leads me to conſider the pretended Conveni- 
encies of Bargains in Stock for Time. Suppoſe a Gentle- 
man finds he muſt ſell out his Stock three Months hence, 
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which he intends to lay out on the Purchaſe of Stock, 
believe neither the one will purchaſe, nor the other ell 
till that Time comes, unleſs he knows, or thinks he knows 
ſome Secret relating to that Stock which other People 
are not aware of; for if he that is to ſell expects no 
Variation in the Value of his Property, why ſhould he {ell 
*till he has Occaſion for his Money? but granting that 
he is ſo much ſatisfied with the then current Price, that 
he abſolutely reſolves to ſell at that very Time, may be 
not ſell for ready Money, and lodge his Money in the 
Bank *till he has occaſion for it, ſince no Man can pre. 
tend but that his Money is as ſecure when lodged in the 
Bank, as it can be in any of our Publick Funds? And 
to the Buyer, I am ſure no wiſe Man will venture to put- 
chaſe Stock till he has the Money at command, unleſs he 
does it in Expectation that the Stock will riſe, which & 
downright Gaming, and what is intended by this Bill to

As to a Man's being obliged to anſwer upon Oath to 
any Bill filed againſt him, it can be no Hardſhip, becauſe, 
whoever does ſo anſwer, and fairly diſcovers the Agree-

another's Uſe, is obliged to anſwer upon Oath, and wi 
be obliged to return the Money he confeſles ſo to hart 
received.

Broker, he charges both Brokerage and Commiſſion, and 
if he does it himſelf, he charges only Commiſſion : In 
neither Caſe does he act as a Broker, nor will he be obli- 
ged. to keep any Book for that Furpoſe. 
I have now, Sir, gone thro' all the material Ob- 
jections I have heard made againſt this Bill, I hope, I 
have ſhewn that there is no Weight in any of then;; [ 
hope, I have ſhewn that all the Inconveniencies which 
are pretended to ariſe from this Bill, are imaginary ; and 
I think, I have ſhewn very real Inconveniencies arivny 
from the infamous Practice of Stock-jobbing ; and cvcry 
Gentleman in the Houſe may ſuggeſt to himſelf a gut 
many more, We ought to conſider that no bad Cu'tom 
or Practice ever crept into any Nation, but what {oe 
People got by; and, let the Practice be as pernicious a8 
it will, we may preſume that thoſe who get by it, will 
endeavour. to raiſe Objections againſt every effectual Re- 
medy that can be offered; but as no Gentleman in this 
Houſe can, be any way concerned in the Gettings by Stock- 
jobbing, ſo, I hope, they will not allow themſelves to be 
miſled by any frivolous ObjeCtions ſtarted without Doors, by 
thoſe who are.

Me have.in former BE Es given ſeveral Extraits of th: i 
firſt Volumes of this Work, we come now to the third Valu 
The Deſign of our Author was, that this third Volu 
ſhould contain the Hiſtory of the Perfians and the G 
from the Reign of Darius I. to the End of the Pele 
neſran War. He found however, his Subject fo copie 
beyond his Expectation, that he thought fit to conclude 
with the nineteenth Year of that ar. This Volum 
which contains the Sixth Book of the Whole Work, 
divided into ſix Chapters, and each Chapter ſubdividei in 
ſeveral Sections, | 

Our Author, before he enters upon the Work itſc!!, g 
his Readers ſome Preliminary Obſervations, neceſſary t0 
ford them a general Idea of this Branch of Hiſtory, acc" 
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be made of it. He ends this Diſcourſe with 2 brief 
cunt of the Lacedemonians from the firſt Eftabliſhment of 
Kings to the Reign of Darius I. and then proceeds 
10 Hiſtory. 

The Name of Darius, which we find by Herodotus, ſig- 
tes a Revenger, in the Perſian Tongue, was aſſumed by 
cba: and his Deſign therein was probably to denote, that 
was reſol ved ſtrenuouſly to oppoſe all Attempts, of what- 
er Nature, againſt him, and particularly to puniſh the 
reſumption of the fiftitious Smerdis, His Reign began 
. M. 3483, and laſted to 3519, He was no ſooner placed 
gon the Throne, than he ſet upon bringing the Affairs of 

e ſeveral Provinces, which were ſubject to the Crown of 
"4 into a due Order, and upon regulating the method 

collecting and diſpenſing the rublick Revenue. Tho? he 
oceeded in this with a great deal of Prudence and Mo- 
Elen, his Endcavours had the Fortune to meet with the 
atire Approbation of his Subjects. 

Our Author, after having given an 4 of F 
Kit in Favour of the Jews, which he has taken from the 5th 
nd 6th Chapter of Ezra, goes on to give an Account of 
the Revolt of Babylon, which began in the fiſth Year of 
bs Reign, and ended in the Reduction of that Place. The 
lgthian Expedition following next, in the Hiſtory of this 
hince, our Author, to prepare his Readers ſor the better 
underſtanding of it, gives them a ſhort Account of that 
feople, out of Herodotus, and other Authors, and then comes 
b the Hiſtory itſelfl. Darius's real Motive for this Expe- 
ion, was, without Doubt, his Ambition and a Thirſt 
ater Conqueſt, tho his F retence for it was to revenge an 
1 which had been made into Aa, about 149 
Years before. His Brother Artalanes would have diſſuaded 
lim from the Undertaking, but he gave no Ear to his Ad- 
ice, He therefore departed ſrom Sia, with an Army of 
100,000 Men, and a Fleet of 600 Ships. Hering paſſed tl. 
Biſpborus, and become Maſter of all Trace, he marched to 
the Banks of th: Danube, where his Flect was to, meet him. 
le made a Bridge of Bcats, over which ke paſſed hat 
Kiver, and, having left a Body of Troops to ſecure it, con- 
ed his March to Scythia, Fhe Scthiars finding they 
were not in a Condition fairly to oppoſe ſo formidable an 
tnemy, had recourſe to Stratagem, They firſt ſecured their 
7amilies and their Cattle, by removing, them to their mal? 
therly Regions; and then, having Lopped the Springs of 
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Water, and rüined the Forage wherever the Per gam 
do paſs, they marched to meet them, as if they deſgnel 
give them Battle; This however, was not their Intent 
no ſooner was the Enemy prepared for the Attack, th 
they retreated, and fo led them on from one Count). 
another, continually haraſſed, and almoſt periſhing for wi 
of neceſſary Subſiſtence. Theſe Marches and Retreats ws 
no great Hardſhip to the Scythians, who were accufton 
to them, and had no ſettled Place of Habitation ; but 
wore out the Perfians to fuch a degree, that they were ob 
ged to turn back. The Sqthians, who knew the Count 
got to the Danube long before them, and would have d 
' bauched the Troops, which guarded the Bridge to deftn 
it, and aſſert their own! Liberty, Thefe Troops made 
ſhew of complying, and began to break the Bridge; but tl 
Scythians being retired, they repaired it again, waited t 
coming of Darius, and marched with him into Thrace, Th 
ended this Expedition into Scythiq, without any Advanta 
to the Perſians, and the Sqthians, in their Turn, made 
Iaroad into Thrace, ravaging and deftroying whatever | 
longed to the Perfians. Darius left Fart of his Troops 
that Country to purſue his Conquefts, but he himſelf, r 
paſſed the Boſphorus, and fpent, not only the Winter, bi 
the beſt Part of the next Year at Sardis, ' . 
Our Author would now. proceed to the Indian War, bu 
as the Circumſtances of it are not recorded in Hiſtory, 
contented with obſerving, from Herodotus, that a great Pa 
of that Country was conquered by Darius in the thirteent 
Year of his Reign. The Revolt of the Jonians, is but ju 
mentioned by Mr. Rollin, and then he proceeds to Darm 
Expedition againſt the Greeks, an Enterprize he had reſo] 
ed upon at the Beginning of his Reign. Darius firſt ſe 
his Son- in- law Mardonius, Commander. in chief of all t 
Maritime Parts of Aſia into Greece : But this young Off 
cer wanting Experience for an Undertaking which was at 
tended with ſo much Difficulty ; or, as Mr. Rollin obſerve 
having in Quality of Son-in-law to the King, much Cr, 
dit, but little Merit, ſuſtained ſeveral conſiderable Loſſes i 
his Paſſage thro* Thrace, and obliged Darius to recal him 
and give the Command to Datis, a Mede, and Artephern 
his Nephew. Mr. Rellin introduces this Part of his Hiſtory 
by giving his Readers an Idea of the State of Athens, whet 
this War was begun, and by laying before them the Cta 


racters of three of their Men of the greateſt Note 7 tha 
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Time. That Republick was then in a quiet Poſſefion of 
i Libetries, -after having been above thirty Years ſub- 
x to Pififtratus and his two Sons, Miltiades, who had 
teen Governor of a Colony in Cherſoneſus in Thrace, but 
kft that Employ and returned to Athens, diſtinguiſhed him- 
elf above all others in this War with the Perſians. Art- 
fides, who had contributed very much to the reſtoring of 
is Country to its Liberties, was a worthy Patriot, and 
uſtly reckoned one of the greateſt Men of his Time. The- 
mi/ſ1cles, tho" of a Character very different from the for- 
mer, was no leſs ſerviceable to his Country. 

It was a Cuſtom among the Perſians, when they required 
the dubmiſſion of any Place to their Government, to ſend 
and demand Earth and Water of them. Darius, in Com- 
plance with this Cuſtom, ſent Heralds into all Parts of Greece, 
to make this Demand; many Cities readily complied, 
but the Spartans and Athenians received his Meſſage with 
Cntempt, and treated his Heraids with Severity: This done, 
Darius ſent his two Generals with Orders to plunder and 
burn Eretria and Athens, to deſtroy their Temples, and to 
ſend the Inhabitants captive into Perſia, The former of 
theſe two Cities ſurrendered, after which the Perſians march- 
ed to Marat hot, a ſmall City on the Sea-ſhore, from whence 
they ſent an Account of their Succeſs to Athens, thinking 
the Athentans would be thereby intimidated to a Surrender, 
xithout abiding a Siege; they were miſtaken ; The Per/i- 
an Army conſiſted of an Hundred thouſand Footy, and Ten 
thouſand Horſe ; the Athenians could muſter no more than 
Ten thouſand Men, under the Command of Ten Officers, 
of whom Miltiades was the Chief. Ariftides ſoreſeeing the 
Inconveniencies which would neceſſarily attend the daily 
Change of the Commanding Officer, propoſed the giving 
the chief Command to Miltiades, to which the reſt gave 
their Conſent, It was then brought into Debate, whether 
they ſhould expect the Perſians in Athens, or take the Field 
to meet them, and the Reſolution fell for the latter. This 
Reſolve being put into Practice, they choſe an advan 
pot of Ground, and attacked their Enemy with ſuch In- 
trepidity and Conduct, as ſoon determined the Victory. 
The Perfians were routed, and endeavouring to recover 
their Ships for their Security, were fo cloſely. purſued by 
the Athenians, that they took ſeven Ships, and ſet Fire to 
ſereral more. The Perfians loſt in this Action above Six 
thouſand Men, beſides thoſe who were drowned and burnt 
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in the Ships; whereas the Athenians did not loſe above 
Two hundred. The News of this Defeat made Darius te. 
" ſolve to march againſt the Grecians himſelf with all hi 
Forces. He had ſpent three whole Years in preparing for 
this grand Deſign, when a. Revolt in Egypt Interrupted 
him. Diadorus the Sicilian ſays, Darius marched himſel 
againſt the Egyptians, to quell this Rebellion; but Herad- 
tus, to whom Mr. Rollin ſeems to give more Credit, ſays, 
he only deſigned to ſend a Body of his Troops to reduce 
Egypt, and reſolved to march himſelf at the Head of a nu- 
merous Army againſt the Grecians. 

Before the Kings of Perſia marched upon any conſidera- 
ble Expedition, it was cuſtomary for them to nominate 
their Succeſſor. Darius had three Wives, by whom he had ] 
a great Number of Children of both Sexes, and in particu- 
lar had three Sons by bis firſt Wife, and four by. Aſi, 
The Eldeſt by the former was Artabazanes, and by the 
latter Ferxes, who was born after his Father. came to the 
Throne. The Conteſt was between theſe two, but after 
ſome Diſpute, Darius decided it in Favour of the latter, 
for the Reaſon juſt mentioned. There has been a Diffe- 
rence among Authors, whether this Conteſt was ended be- 
fore or after the Demiſe of Darius; but this Demiſe put 
an End at leaſt to the two prqjected Expeditions. To con- 
clude this Chapter, our Author gives his Reader a ſhort enu- 
meration of Darius's Virtues and Vices, and ſays, that his 
moſt tranſcendent Glory conſiſted in his contributing to 
the Protection of the Hraelites, and the Reſtoration of the

T HE ſlaviſh Principles of Paffeve Obedience ind Nin Ne- 
flance, which had ſculked perhaps in ſome old Hofilly 
tefore King James the Firſt, but were talked, written, and 
preached into Vogue in that inglorious Reign, and'in thoſe 
of his three Succeſſors, were renounced at the Rævolitiem by 
the laſt of the ſeveral Parties, who declared for them.

dome of our Prelates joined to invite him over. Their 
Brethren refuſed to fign an Abhorrence of this Invitation. 
The Univerſity of Oxford offered him their Plate, andlaſ- 
ſociated for him againſt their King. In one Word, the 
Conduct of the Tories, at this Criſis, was ſuch as might have 
inclined a Man to think they had never held Neſſlance un- 
lawful, but only differed with the J//higs about the Degree 
of Opprefſion, or of Danger, which it was neceſſary to wait, 
in order to ſanAtify Reſiſtance. Now, it may appear at

A S it is generally believed in France, that the Heat of the

But the Spirit and Principles of the Conſtitution will pt 
vail at wy If one be unnatural, and the other abſu 
aud That is the Caſe in many Governments, a vipore 
Exerciſe of Power, fignal Rewards, fignal Puniſhmen 
and a Variety of other ſecondary Means, which in ſu 
Conſtitutions are never wanting, will however maintain, 
long as they are employed, both the Spirit and the Pr 
ciples. But if the, Spirit and Principles of a Conſtitut 
be agreeable to Nature, and the true Ends of Gore 
ment, which is the Caſe of the preſent Conſtitution of t 
Britiſh Government, They want no ſuch Means to ma 
them prevail. They not only flouriſh without them, | 
they would fade and die away with them. As Liberty 
nouriſhed and ſupported by ſuch a Spirit and ſuch Prin 
ples, ſo They are propagated by Liberty. Truth a 
Reaſon are often able to get the better of Authority: 
particular Minds; but Truth and Reaſon with Author 
on their Side will ＋ Numbers, bear down Prejudice 
and become the very Genius of a People. The Progre 
they make is always ſure, but ſometimes not obſervat 
by every Eye. Contrary Prejudices may ſeem to ma

When This hath 
been once ſhewn, it will be Time to think of a Reply 
In the mean while, We will obſerve that beſides the Pal. 
ſion and Party-Spirit, which poſſeſs almoſt all Thoſe, who 
write on this Subject, there is a Diſtinction, which ſhould 
be conſtantly made in Caſes of this Nature, and which 
They never make, or never make exactly enough. They 
compare the Proceedings, without comparing the Situati- 
ons. Neceſſity and /elf-Preſervation are great Laws of Na. 
ture, and may well,diſpenſe with the ſtrict Obſervation 
of the common Forms of any particular Conſtitution, Ei. 
ther the Convention muſt have fallen into the Abſurdities 
J have already mention'd ; or have call'd back K. James, 
which would have been till a greater Abſurdity ; or have 
lett their Country in abſolute Anarchy; or have done what 
They did. What They did, was done as near as poſſible 
ro the Spirit of our Confitution, the Forms of our Laus, 
and the Examples of former Times. They had the Merit; 
their Poſterity hath the Benet; nay He, who would ſay 
that They had the Gzilt, not the Merit, muſt ſtill allow 
chat their Poſterity hath the Benefit, without ſharing the 
Guilt ; and, upon the whole Matter, I will venture to 
aſſert that He, who ſcruples, or pretends to ſcruple, at 
this Time, the Validity of our preſent Conſtitution, is no 
wiſer, or elſe no honeſter, than he would be, who ſhould 
fcruple, or pretend to ſcruple, the Validity of magnz 
Charta. I have often wiſh'd that ſome profound Atniqua- 
ry, of much Leiſure, would write an elaborate Treatiſe 
to aſſert yal Prerogative againſt the great Charter, as well 
as bereditory Right againſt the Revolution. I am perlua- 
ded that He would ſugceed alike in both. Why, indeed. 
thould a Charter, extorted by Force, and therefore vici. 
ous in its Principle, ſtand on a better Foot, or haye more 
3 paid to it, than a Settlement made in Oppoſition to 
5 divine, and therefore indejeazabl* Right? I ſay, and 
therefcre indefeazable; becauſe if it be not qt to be 
ſomething more than human, it will hardly po in- 
defeazable. But I quit this Subject; upon which, per. 
haps, you may think I have ſpent my Time as ill, as [ 
mould have done, if I had preached againſt the Koran at 
Paul's. It is Time to ſpeak of the Motives of Intere!t, 
by which We are bound, as well as by the Tyes of Duty, 
to ſupport the preſeut Conſtitution. 
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Upon this Head, a few Words will be ſufficient ; ſince 
| preſume that no Prejudices can be ftrong enough to 
create much Diverfity of Opinion, in a Caſe ſo very clear, 
nd capable of being ſtated ſo ſhortly. Whether the Fe- 
rolution altered our old Confitution for the better, or re- 
wed it, and brought it back to the Principles, and 
derer to the primitive Infiitution, ſhall not be diſputed 
dere. 1 think the latter, and every Man muſt think that 
ne or the other was neceſſary, who conſiders, in the fir 
place, how the Majeſty and Authority of the Prince be- 

n to ſwell above any Pitch, proportionable to the Rank 
of chief Magiferate, or ſupreme Head, in a free State; by 
tow many Arts the Prerogative of the Crown had been 
fretched, and how many Precedents, little favourable to 
Liberty, had been ſet, even before the Acceſſion of the 
atis Line; and who conſiders, in the next Place, the 
liret Tendency, confirmed by Experience, of thoſe Priꝝ- 
ciples of Government, ſo frequently mentioned, which com- 
poſed an avowed Syſtem of Tyranny ; and eſtabliſhed Sa- 
very as a political, a moral, and a religious Obligation: 
which King James the firſt was too ſucceſsful in eſtabliſh- 
ug; but neither He, nor his Deſcendents were able to pur- 
ſue, What theſe Conſiderations made neceſſary, was done 
it the Revolution; at leaſt, ſo far as to put it into our 
Power to do the Reft. A Spirit of Liberty, tranſmitted 
don from our Saxon Anceffors, and the unknown Ages 
of our Government, preſerved itſelf through one almoſt 
continual Struggle, againſt the Uſurpations of our Pripces, 
nd the Vices of our People; and They, whom neither 
the Plantagenets, nor the Tuders could en , were in- 
apable ” 4 ſuffering their Rights and Pri ges to be ra- 
flhed from Them by the Stuarts. They bore with the 
uf of this unhappy Race, till it was ſhameful, as it muſt 
have been fatal, to bear any longer; and whilſt they af- 
erted their Liberties, They refuted and anticipated, by 
their pm b and their Patience, all the Objections, whic 
breign and domeſtick Abettors of Tyranny are apt to 
mke againſt the Conduct of our Nation towards their 
Wings, Let us juſtify this Conduct, by perſiſting in it, and 
continue to our ſelyes the 35 onour of maintaining 
de Freedom of our Gothick Inſsitution of Government, when 
8 other Nations, who enjoyed the ſame, have loſt

_ any hidden Reſerves of Authority, to be let out on Oc 
ſion, and to oyerflow the Rights and Privileges of the Pe 
pe. The Laws of the Land are known, and they are tl 
_ tole Springs, from whence the Prince can derive his P: 
- tenfion, and the People theirs. It would be to no Purpe 
. to illaſtrare any farther a Matter, which begins to be 
well underſtood ; or to deſcend into a more particular! 
nume ration of the A dvantages, that reſult, or may reſul 
from our preſent Settlement. No Man, who does not p 
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fer Slavery to Liberty, or a more precarious Security to a 
tetter, will declare for ſuch a Government, as our natio- 
ral Diviſions, and a long Courſe, ſeldom interrupted, of 
improvident Complaiſance to the Creton, had enabled King 
ames the 2d to eſtabliſh againſt ſuch a Government as 
was intended by the /ub/equent Settlements ; and if there 
te any ſuch Man, I declare that I neither write to Him, 
nor for Him. | 

I may aſſume therefore, without fearing to be accuſed 
of b:gging the Queſtion, that the Conſtitution, under which 
We now live, 1s preferable to That, which prevailed at 
any Time before the Revolution. We are arrived, after 
many Struggles, after a Deliverance almoſt miraculous, 
and ſuch an one as no Nation hath Reaſon to expect twice, 
and after having made ſome honeſt Improvements on the 
Advantages of our new Conſtitution, very near to that 
full Security, under which Men, who are free and ſollici- 
tous to continue ſo, may fit down, not without Watchful- 
reſs, (for That is never to be ſuffer'd to relax under ſuch 
a Government as ours) but without Anxiety, The Sum 
therefore of all theſe Diſcourſes, and of all our Exhorta- 
tons to one another, is, and ought to be, that We ſhould 
not ſtop ſhort in ſo important a Work. It was begun at 
the Revolution ; but He, who thinks it was perfeRted then, 
or hath been perfected ſince, will find Himſelf very much 
niſtaken. he Foundations were laid then, e pro- 
ceeded for ſome Time after that, like the Fews in rebuild- 
ng their Temple; We carried on the holy Work with 
ome Hand, and held our Swords in the other to defend it. 
That Diſtraction, that Danger is over, and We betra 
the Cauſe of Liberty without any Colour of Excuſe, if 
We do not compleat the glorious Building, which will laſt 
to Ages yet remote, if it be once finiſhed, and will moul- 
fer away and fall into Ruins, if it remain longer in this 
mperfect State. 

Now, that We may ſee the better how to proceed in 
tie Cauſe of Liberty, to compleat the Freedom, and to 
kcure the Duration of our pre/ent Conftitution, it will be 
of Uſe, I think, to conſider what Obſtacles lye, or may 
lereaſter lye, in our Way, and of what Nature that Op- 
poſition is, or may hereafter be, which we may expect to 
deet. In order to This, let us once more analyſe our 
Political Diviſions ; Thote; which may poſſibly exiſt now, 
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or hereaſter, as We did Thoſe, which were formed + 
the Revolution. 

One peſſible Diviſion then is That of Men angry with 
the Godcrument, and yet reſolved to maintain the Confity. 
tion. This may be the Caſe at any Time ; under the pre. 
ſent, wiſe, virtuous, and triumphant Adminiſtration, ang 
therefore to be ſure at any other. 

A ſecond poſſi ble Divided is That of Men averſe to the 
Government, becauſe they are ſo to the Confitution, which 
I think can never be the Caſe of many; or averſe to the 
Conſtitution, becauſe they are ſo to the Government, which 
I think may be the Caſe of more. Both of theſe tend to 
the ſame Point. One would ſubvert the Government, that 
2 might change the Conftitation. The other would 
ſacriſice the Confitution, that They might ſubvert the G4. 
oernment. 

A third poſſible Diviſion, and I ſeek no more, is That | 
of Men attached to the Government ; or, to ſpeak more 
properly, to the Perſons of 7 hoſes who govern ; or to 
ſpeak more properly ſtill, to the Power, Profit, or Pro- 
tection They acquire by the Favour of theſe Perſons; but 
Enemies to the Confiitution. 

Now, as to the firſt and /econd of theſe poſſible Divi- 
ſious, if there be any ſuch among us, I do not apprehend 
that We are at preſent, or can be hereafter, in much 
Danger ; or that the Cauſe of Liberty can meet with much 
Oppoſition from them ; though the ſecond have certaialy 
Views, more likely to brin RB upon us, than to pro- 
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mote Liberty; and though Prudence requires that We 
ſhould be on our Guard againſt both, The fr, indeed, 
might hope to unite eyen the Bulk of the Nation to Them, 
in a weak and oppreflive 1 If Grieyances ſhould 
grow intolerable under ſome Prince as yet unborn ; it 
Redreſs ſhould become abſolutely deſperate ; if Liberty it 
ſelf ſhould be in imminent Peril; the Nature of our Con- 
ſitution would juſtify the Reſiſtance, that we ought to 
believe well enough of Poſterity to perſuade our ſelves 
would be made in ſuch an Exigency. But without ſuch 
an Exigency, > aca Men would flatter Themſelves 
extremely, if They hoped to make the Nation angry, be. 
cauſe They were ſo. Private Motives can never influence 
Numbers. When a Nation revolts, the Injury is National. 
This Caſe therefore is remote, improbable, nay impoſl- 
ble, under the Lenity, Juſtice and heroical Spirit o the 


preſent 
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preſent Government; and if I mentioned ſuch an imaginary 
Party, it was only done that I might omit none, which can 
te ſuppoſed, The Projects of the /econd Diviſion, ſtated 
the ſame hypothetical Manner, are ſurely too extravagant, 
and their Deſigns too wicked, to be dangerous. Diſputes 
my ariſe hereafter, in ſome diſtant Time, about Mini- 
fers, perhaps about Kings ; but I perſuade my ſelf that 
this Conffitution will be, as it ought to be always, diſtin- 
niſhed from, and prefer d to both, by the Britiſh Nation. 
Reaſons muſt ariſe in Proceſs of Time, from the Very of 
Wa, to oppoſe Minißers and Kings too; but none can 
nie, in the Nature of Things, to oppoſe /uch a Confti- 
ies as ours. Better —_— better Kings, may be here- 
ter often wanted, and ſometimes found; but a better 
mfituted Government never can. Should there be there- 
fre ſtill any ſuch Men, as We here ſuppoſe, among us, 
They cannot expect, if They are in their Senſes, a nati- 
dal Concurrence ; and ſurely a little Reflection will ſerve 
to ſhew them, that the ſame Reaſons, which make Them 
weaker now than They were ſome Years ago, muſt make 
Them weaker ſome Years hence than They are now. 

As to the third Diviſion, if any ſuch there be, it is in 
That our greateſt, and almoſt our whole Danger cen- 
ters. The others cannot overthrow, but Theſe nay un- 
termine our Liberty. Capable of being admitted into 
tower, in all Courts, and more likely than other Mea to 
e ſo in every Court, except the preſent, (whoſe approved 
enetration and ſpotleſs Innocence gives a certain Exclu- 
lon to Them.) They may preveat any farther Securities 
om being procured to Liberty, till Thoſe already eſta- 
hed are diſſolved, or perverted. Since then our prin- 
mal Danger muſt in all Times ariſe from "Thoſe who be- 
aug to this Diviſion, it is neceſſary to ſhew, before We 
clude theſe Diſcourſes, by what Means /ach Men may 
try on their pernicious Delings with Effect, and by what 
kans They may be defeated.

This, however, is ſure, that thoſe who can beſt with- 
nd them, may leaſt of all fear them; and being de- 
ached from all the Jars and Diſputes of other Princes, 
my chuſe how far they will concern themſelyes in them. 
but if a Nation is not ſufficiently readgy to repel a ſudden 
attack, it knows as little how to prevent it, as when to 
apect it. Such a Nation is always in Danger of bein 
myn into the Quarrels of its Neighbours, and the leſs 
t prepared with Means to arbitrate their Differences, 
le more likely it is to become a Party inſtead of an Um- 
re. Other Nations will be glad of drawing it into 
Iroils, and, from ſeeing it mel and defenceleſs, will ſee 
tany Opportunities of making its Caſe the ſame with 
heir own.

nige if it is forced into their Alliances, or if it is purſued by

Me pray the meft e 
nent Primate to publiſh the Inter-Regnum, to provide 
the Admin:ffration of Fuftice, and the Finances, and to gi 
HPublicł Notice for a New Election. Auguflus was no ſoon 
apprized of theſe Reſolutions of this Aſſembly, than! 
denounced the Confederates to be Rebels, and declare 
all the Reſolutions they had taken null and void. 
Notwithſtanding this Declaration, and the Menaces 
the Pope, who appeared in Favour of Auguffus, the late 
Regnum was reſolved upon, and publiſhed at Far/aw, tl 
Beginning of May 1704. Several Candidates afterwa 
appeared, among whom were Alexanter Sobiesti, Prin 
Conti, Prince Ragotzki, the Elector of Bavaria, the Du 
of Mantua, the Great Marſhal Lzbomirski, the Palati 
of Poſuania, and Prince Rad&ivil, Great Chancellor 
Lithuania But the Choice at Length fell upon M. L. 
Zinski, Palatine of Poſmanid, who was proclaimed King 
Poland the 12th of July 1704 The Partizans of Jug 
proteſted againſt this Election, and declared the Palatit 
of Poſnania a Rebel, and an Enemy to his Country. 
The Coronation of King Stanrflays was performed tl 
ath of Ocober, with all the uſual Ceremonies, of whie 
none were omitted, but ſuch as were of no Conn 
Of theſe latter we may reckon that of throwing Meda

M D*Anvers in bis la Craftſman, ſhews his Real, 
how thoſe Men who are Friends to a Goverame 

can at the ſame Time be Enemies to the Conſtitution. 
Order to account for this, he gives us a Definition of the tu 
Words Conſtitution and Government; which he obſerve 
are often confounded in Writing and Converſation. The A. 
Conſtitution according to Mr. D' Anyers, properly fignif 
thoſe Laws and Cuſtoms founded upon Reaſon, by which !! 
Community hath agreed to be governed ; But the Ward Gt 
verament, /ignifies no more properly ſheaking, than the Col 
duct of the Chief Marifrate, and inferior Magiſtrates, in il 
Adminifftration of Publick Affairs. When the Publick Afa' 
are wiſely Adminiftrated, and all Men have Juſtice de 
them in an impartial Manner, We call this a Good-Gt 
vernment ; 4s when ever the contrary happens, Me call it 
bad, or @ 'Tytannical Government. 
To bring this Home to our own Caſe (ſays Mr. D' 4 
vers ) Conſtitution is the Rule, by which our Princes oug 
to govern, at all Times; Government is That, by wht 
They actually do govern, at any particular Time. 0 
may remain immutable ; the other niay, and as human N: 
ture is conſtituted, muſt vary. One is the Criterion, b 
which We are to try the other ; for ſurely We have 
Right to do ſo, fince if we are to live in Subjection tot 
Government of our Kings, our Kings are to [or 
u ' 
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zubjection to the Confitution; and the Conformity, or 
Non-Conformity of their Government to it; preſcribes 
the Meaſure of our Submiſſion to Them, according to 
the Principles of the Revolution, and of our pre/ent Settle- 
nent; in both of which, though ſome remote Regard was 


kftly determined the Community to the Choice then made 
of the Perſons, who ſhould govern. Another Thing to 
be conſidered is This. When Perſons are ſpoken of as 
Friends to the Government, and Enemies to the Conftituti- 
in, the Term * is a little proſtituted, in Com- 
plyance with common Uſage. Such Men ate really inca- 
nble of Friendſhip ; for real Friendſhip can never exiſt a 
nong Thoſe, who have baniſh'd Virtue and Truth.

Their ſole Attachments 
ne ſuch as I mentioned in the laſt Paper, Attachments to 
Power and Profit, and when They have contracted a Load 
of Infamy and Guilt, in the Purſuit of Theſe; an Attach- 
ment to that Protection, which is ſufficient to procure 
Them Appearances of Conſideration, and feal Impunity.

Reaſon and Experience will teach 
Him that a Prince, who does ſo, muſt govern weakly, 
Fominioufly and precariouſly ; whilſt He, who engages. 
ul the Hearts, and employs all the Heads and Hands of 
us People, governs with Strength, with Splendour, and 
ith Safety, and is ſure of riſing to a Degree of abſolute 
'ower, by maintaining Liberty, which the moſt ſuccefsful 
Tyrant could never reach, by N Slavery. But ow

They may bear the Semblance of Affection to their Prince, 
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few Men (and Princes, by their Leaves, are Men) haye 
been found in Times paſt, or can be hoped for in Times to 
come, capable of governing by ſuch Arts as 'Theſe ? Some 
cannot propoſe the Ends, nor ſome employ the Means 
for ſome are wicked, and ſome are weak. This gener 
Diviſion runs through the whole Race of Mankind; of 
the Multitudes defign'd to obey, and of the few deſign'4 
to govern. It was this Depravity of. Multitudes, as well 
as their mutual Wants, which obliged Men firſt to enter 
into Societies, to depart from their natural LO and to 
ſubject Themſelves to Government. It was this Deprayi. 
ty of the Few, (which is often the greater, becauſe born 
no better than other Men, They are educated worſe) 
which _— Men firſt to ſubject Government to Conflits- 
tion, that They might preſerve ſocial, when They gave 
up natural Liberty, and not be oppreſs'd by arbitrary Will. 
Kings may have preceded Lawgrvers, for aught I knoy, 
or have poffibly been the frf giders, and Government 
by IVil] have been eſtabliſhed before Government by Conti 
tution. Theſeus might reign at Athens, and Euritio at Spur. 
ta, long before Solon gave Laws to one, and Lycurgus to 
the other of theſe Cities. Kings had govern'd Rome, We 
know, and Conſuls had ſucceeded Kings, long before the 
Decemviri compiled a Body of Law; and the Saxons had 
their Monarchs before Edgar, though the Saxon Law 
went under his Name. Theſe and a thouſand other In- 
ſtances of the ſame Kind will never ferve to prove what 
my Lord Bacon would prove by them, + that Monarchies 
do not fubhft, like other Governments, by @ precedent Lau, 
or Compact; that the origina/ Submiſſion to Them was 1- 
tural, like the Obedience of a Child to his Parents; and 
that A/legiance to hereditary Monarchs is the Work of the 
Lay of Nature. But That, which theſe Examples on 
very plainly is, that however Men might ſubmit votants- 
rily in the primitive Simplicity of early Ages, or be ſub- 
jected by Conqueſt, to a Government without a Confitution, 
yet They were never long in diſcovering that * zo live by 
ene Man's Will became the Cauſe of all Men's Miſery, and 
therefore They ſoon rejected the Yoke, or made it fit ea- 
ſy on their Necks. They inſtituted Commoawealths, or 
"They limited Monarchies ; and here began that Struggle 
detween the Spirit of Liberty and the Spirit of Dominion, 
which always hath ſubſiſted, and, that We may not fat

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ter our ſelves nor others, muſt always ſubſiſt, except in 
thoſe Inſtances, of which the moft antient Hiſtories furniſh

To govern a Society of Freemen by a Conſtitution founded 
on the eternal Rules of right Reaſon, and directed to pro- 
mote the e of the whole, and of every Individual, 
is the nobleſt Prerogative, which can belong to Humanity, 
and if Man may be ſaid, without Prophaneneſs, to imi- 
tate God in any Caſe, This is the Caſe. But ſure I am, 
He imitates the Devil, who is fo far from promoting the 
Happineſs of others, that he makes his own Happineſs to 
conſiſt in the Miſery of others; who governs by no Rule 
dat That of his Paſhons, whatever Appearances He is 
forced ſometimes to put on; who endeavours to corrupt 
the Innocent, and to enſlave the Free; whoſe Buſineſs is 
to ſeduce, or betray ; whoſe Pleaſure is to damn ; and 
whoſe Triumph is to torment. Odious and execrable as 
this Character , it is the Character of every Prince, who 
makes Uſe of his Power to ſubvert, or even to weaken 
that Conffitution, which ought to be the Rule of his Ga- 
rerament. When ſuch a Prince fills a Throne with ſupę- 
ror Parts, . Liberty is in the utmoſt Peril ; nor does the 
Danger diminiſh in Proportion, if He happens to want 
them. Such Men as We are now to ſpeak of (Friends o 
the Government and Enemies to the Conſtitution ) will be al- 
ways at Hand to ſupply his DefeQts ; for as They are the 
— 2 wicked Prince, They are the rea- 
ly Prompters of a weak one. They may fink into the 
Maſs of the People, and diſappear in a good and a wiſe 


Reign, or work Themſelves into Power under filfe Co- 


lours. Sed Genus immortale manet. Their Race will con- 
tinue as long as Ambition and Avarice prevail in the World, 
nd there will be bad Citizens as long as there are bad 
Men. The Good ought therefore to be always on their 
Guard againſt Them, and whatever Diſguiſe They aſſume, 
Vhatever Veils They caſt over their Conduct, They will 
ever be able to deceive Thoſe long, who obſerve con- 
ſantly the Difference between Confitution and Government, 
ad who have Virtue enough to prefer the Cauſe of the 
farmer, how unprofitable ſoever it may be at all Times, 
nd how unpopular ſoever at ſome But I ramble too 
long in Generals. It is high Time I ſhould come to thoſe 
particular Meaſures, by which the Men I have deſcribed 
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are moſt likely to carry on their Deſigns againſt our Cos. 
ftitution ; after which I ſhall ſay ſomething of the Me 
thods, by which alone their Define may be,prevented, or 
will be defeated, if a aational Union oppoſe it felf by ſuch 
Methods as Theſe, in Time, to them. 

Now that I may do This the better, and make what 
have to ſay the more ſenſibly felt, give me Leave to ſup 
poſe (though I ſpeak of a remote Lime, and ſuch an one 
as we ought to hope will never come) that our natio 
nal Circumſtances will be juſt the ſame as They are now 
and our Confitution as far diſtant as it now is from that 
Point of Perfection, to which the Revolution ought te 
have brought it, might have brought it, and hath given the 
Nation a Right to expect that it ſhould be brought. The 
Completion of that glorious Deliverance is ſtill imperſect 
after five and forty Years, notwithſtanding the Hopes the 
given, the Engagements then taken, and the Opportunities 
that have ſince ariſen, How This hath happen d, by what 
Arts this Juſtice to the Confitution hath been hitherto eva 
ded, ſometimes in Favour of one Government, and ſome 
times in Favour of another, might eaſily be ſhewn, anc 
proved too, beyond Contradiction.

HE Account we gave in our two former fron 
= Rome concerning the Chevalier de St. George, is con- 
firmed with the following additional Circumſtances : That 
a few Days before the Departure of the Letters a Per- 
Ton, who pretended to be a Merchant, being arrived there 
with two other Perſons, ſeemingly of the ſame Profefſi 
on, took up his Lodging in a common Inn: But that the 
Town was ſurprized the next Morning to ſee him car- 
ried in a fort of State to the Cheyalier's Palace. It was 
obſerved, that ſoon after the Lord Dunbar, the Cheva- 
lier's Prime Miniſter, went to the French Ambaſſadour's, 
The next Day the fame Lord was ſaid to have had an Au- 
dience of the Pope, and, at the Concluſion of it, another 
Conference with the French Ambaſſadour. Since theſe 
Tranſactions, it has been obſerved, that his Holineſs has 
treated the Chevalier with -a more than ordinary Di- 
ſtinction; and, among other Things has given Orders, 
that the Coaches of Foreigners, of whatever Quality, ſhall

followed by another, which they brought upon themſelye 
by their Imprudence, in depriving Pericles of the Goyert 
ment, to the Prejudice of their real Intereſt. They wer 
ſoon ſenſible of their Loſs, and, asking his Pardon fe 
their Ingratitude, reſtored him to his Charge: But Deat 
deprived him af it a ſecond Time, in the third Year « 
this War. He eſteemed it his greateſt-Glory, that 
could fay with his laſt Breath; He had never, during 
whole Time he bad governed the Republick, been once t

After his Death, Potidea, which had held out a thr 
Year's Siege, ſurrendered, after the Inhabitants were r 
duced to the greateſt Extremity, and ſaw they had no:

On the other Hand, t 
Lacedemonians had laid Siege to Plate, at the Beginnil 
of the third Year of this War.

Forty Gallies, which were fitted out 
for Peloporneſus, were ſent to Mitylene ; and, as the In- 
ubitants were not then in a Condition to oppoſe them, 
jt therti under the greateſt Conſtefnation. However, 
zot to diſcoyer their own Weakneſs, they ventured but 
o their Port, and, making Head Ba their Enemy, 
pre them Battle; but they were repulſed, and driven 
ack again into their Harbour. They then propoſed a 
Truce, which the Athenians were the more ready to giye 
Har to, as they began to be apprehenſive they had not 
den a ſufficient Force to reduce the Iſland.

The Inhabitants of Platæaæ, who, being. deſtitute of all 
Aſſiſtance and Neceſſaries, were reduced to the laſt Ex. 
tremity, had formed a Deſign, towards the Concluſion 
of the foregoing Campaign, of breaking their Way through 
the Blockade. This they executed, in a very dark Night, 
with only half their Number. Our Author ſpends ſeve- 
ral Pages in giving a Deſcription of the Manner and Diffi- 
culty of their Eſcape. Towards the latter End of the 
following Campaign, the remaining Part of the Inhabitants 
ſurrendered the City, on Condition, that no one ſhould 
be rgorouſly treated, but upon Conviction, after having 
been brought to a legal Trial. 

The Lacedemonians ſent five Commiſſaries thither to this 
End, who reduced their Enquiry into one ſingle Queſti- 
on; What Service they had done that State during the 
Har?

The Landgrave of Heſſe was alſo ſo good to keep 
welve thouſand Men in Readineſs for our Service, which 
d not coſt the People of England above a Million and a 
ull Sterling, during the whole Time of the Engagement. 
As to the Service which they actually did, or 
ght poſſibly have done to Great-Britain, J hope that is 
pt to be called in Queſtion at this time of Day, nor 
ns the great Duke of Molfinbuttle backward upon this 
ccaſion; but generouſly offered to guarantee all his Ma- 
gty's Dominions in Great-Britain, Ireland, and Germany, 
ud to keep five thouſand Men in Readineſs (not to ftir 
wt of Germany or Holland) for twenty five thouſand 
Pounds a Year, for four Years certain, which in all amoun- 
td to no more than a hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling. 

All this our Author is forced to own, as much as he

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Forces were conſiderably augmented at Home — thre, 
very large Squadrons were alſo fitted out and ſent to gif 
ferent Parts of the World One to the *. Indies 
under the Command of Admiral Hofer, to block up the 
Galleons Yes ; but, ſays our Author, here moſt 
of our gallant Seamen periſhed, as well as a great many 
braye Officers. hat then Can a Contagion 
that is natural to the Climate, be imputed to our exce]- 
lent Miniſters? — But ſays he again, the Spaniards un. 
derſtood it to be a high Inſult, and let looſe their Priya. 
teers, and Guarda de Coftas, upon our deſenceleſs Mer. 
chants, and took great Numbers of them, to the Ruine o 
many Families. To this J anſwer, if the Spaniard; 
are wrong-headed, can we help that? Another o 
theſe Squadrons viſited the Coaſt of Spain ; this hoſtile 
Appearance was alſo taken as an Affront by theſe wrong- 
headed Spaniards, who iſſued out of their Ports in Pur. 
ſuit of our Merchants trading up the Mediterranean, many 
of which had the Misfortune of falling into their rapacious 
Hands; but can this Author fay, that the Spaniards can 
alledge any juſt Excuſe for _ this Violence, ſince our 
Men of War failed quietly along their Coaſts without

We carried our laſt Extract of this Work to the Con- 
dufion of the Peace between the Lacedemonians and the 
Athenians, upon the Death of C/eon and Brafidas. 

It was about this Time that Alcibiades began to appear 
bpon the Stage, and to take Part in the Publick Affairs. 
Our Author here gives us a Character of this famous 4- 
thenian, taken from Plato, in his Dialogues, Thucydides, 
Xenephon, Plutarch, and the other Hiſtorians. Alcibi- 
« ages, ſays Mr. Rollin, was of an eaſy and flexible Tem- 
« per, ſafteptible of all the Impreſſions, which the dif- 
« ferent Conjunctures of the Times could make upon 
„e him. He knew how to adapt himſelf to all the diffe- 
« rent Circumſtances of Affairs, and could paſs from one 
« Extreme to the other, from Good to Evil, with the 
« ſame Facility, and-Ardour ; and without any Interrup- 
« tion ; So that what Homer ſaid of the Soil of Egypt, 
« viz. That it produced many wery excellent medicinal 


Drugs; But, at the ſame Time likewiſe, many Things «f 


« 8 venemous Quality, might very aptly be applied to 
« him; It msd be ſaid of him, chat be 3 not one ſin- 
« ple individual Perſon ; but, if the Expreſſion may be 
« allowed, a Compound of many: At the ſame Time, 
0 Ph auſtere and affable; an imperious and haughty 
« Maſter, and an abject cringing Slave; a Friend to 
« Truth and Virtue ; and yet given up to Vice and 
« Wickedneſs; inured to Labour and Hardſhips, and, at 
« the ſame Time, inſatiable in his Pleaſures, and a Liber- 
« tin.” His moſt predominant Paſſion was, however (con- 
tinus our Author) an infatiable Thirſt after Power, which 
could bear neither Superiour nor Equal. And as he poſ- 
ſefſed all the Force of Eloquence, accompanied with all 
the Beauties of Stile, he affected to have it believed that 
all his Credit, and all his Authority were owing to thoſe 
Talents. | 

Alcibiades therefore, with theſe . had employ- 
ed all his Skill to prevent the Concluſion of the late Trea- 
ty between the two Nations: But all his Attempts ha- 


ving proved unſucceſsful, he now was as afliduous in his 
| Endea- 
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Endeavours to retard the Execution of it, by laying all 
Manner of Obſtacles in 'the Way. His Intrigues ſuc- 
ceeded, and he got ſo much the A ſcendant over the Minds 
of his Countrymen, that they ſet aſide, the Treaty, and 
were prevailed upon to undertake the Conqueſt of $rcily, 
a Project the Athenians were fond of in the Days of Peri- 
cles, but from which this wife Leader uſed all his Art to 

r | 

The Occaſion of their reviving it now was an Ambalſy 
from the Egefains, à People of that Iſland, who implo- 
red the Succour of the Athenians againſt Hyacuſd. E 
Sicilian War was therefore reſolved upon, at the prefling 
Inſtances of Alcibiades, notwithſtanding the: O Posten 
made to it by Nicias, who forefaw the fatal Ten eee 
of it; and the two Antzgoniſts, together with Lamachus, 
were appointed Generals fof the Expedition. When the 
Army was juſt upon the Point of embarking, an Acci- 
dent happen'd at At bent, capable of throwing the Inhabi- 
tants into the utmoſt, Confternation, All the ſquare Sta- 
tues of Mercury, which were placed at; the Entrances in- 
to their Honſes and Ten * were all mutilated and dif. 
figured, eſpecially in the Face, in one Night. Great En- 
quiry was made after the Author of this impious Deed, 
but to no Purpoſe.  Algibiades Was'accuſed'ot it, and the 
Suſpicion was n6t Without ſome Ground. He was very 
Yrefling to be brought to his Trial before his Departure, 
ut his Enemies gver-ruled his Motion, utider 33 
that the Fleet muſt not be retarded. They. ſet Sail there- 
fore for Sicily, where they landed, and Alcibiades made 
himſelf Maſter of Catan by Sutprize, | |

as much Succeſs as Injiiſtice. A Gally being ſent to fetch 
him back, he came to Thirium ; büt he was no ſooner 
landed, than he made his Eſcape. He was, therefore, con- 
demned in Conturhacy fo lole his Life, and all his Goods 
were confiſcated Ahibjades, coming to Argos, ſent to 
the Lacedemonians to deſire their Protedticn! and tq affure 
them he would do them more Service now as a Friend, 
than had hitherto done them Prejudice as an | He 
was received with open Arms, and by a Conformity to 
their Cuſtoms and Manners he gained the Affections of 
all he converſed with, In particular he infinuated nue 
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{afar igto the Favgur of Queen Timca, that he had a Son 
by her, who in publick was named Ledychiges, but whom 
bis Mother, when among her NN Favourites, did 
not bluſh to call by the Name of Alcibjades. | 

Here our Author does not forget to make his Readers 
:cquainted with the new Theatre of the Peleponneſi an War, 
Sicily. He gives a particular Account of the ſeveral Peo- 
ple who inhabited it, and deſcribes with a great Deal of 
Exactneſs the City of Syracu/e, which was now beſieged 
by Nicias, who by the Death of Lemachus, kill'd at that 
viege, ſoon became ſole General of the Athenian Forces. 
This Siege, which was one of the moſt famous in the 
Grecian Hiſtory, was in the eighteenth Year of the Pe- 
liponnefian War, 

We ſhall not follaw Mr. Rollin in giving a Detail of 
the Circumſtances of this Siege. We ſhall only obſerye, 
that the City was reduced almoſt to the laſt Extremity, 
and upon the Point of Capitulating, when the Arrival of 
Gulippus, who brought the Syracuſi ans Succours from La- 
ede monia, changed the Face of Affairs. That General 
having obtained ſeyeral Advantages, Nicias thought it 
Time to acquaint the Athenians with the — State 
of his Affairs. He deſired to be diſmiſſed from his Poſt, 
under the Pretext of an ill State of Health: But the A- 
thenians knew his Worth too well to comply with his Re- 
queſt. They ordered him to take Menander and Enthy- 
demus, two Oficers then in the Army, for his Afliſtants 
in the Command, till they could ſend two other Generals 
in the Room of Alcibiades and Lamachus. The two Officers 
aboye-mentioned engaged him, much againſt his Will, to 
hazard a Naval Combat, in which his Fleet was routed. 
Demefthenes and Eurymeden were appointed his new Col- 
leagues in the Command, and the latter ſet Sail imme- 
diately with ten Gallies, and brought Nicias a large Sum 
of Money, with the Aſſurance of a ſpeedy Reinforcement, 
under the former, who ſtaid behind to raiſe Men and 
Contributions. Soon afterwards Demofhenes arrived with 
the deſtined Succours, upon which the Athenians hazarded 
2 Battle by Land, but were worſted there likewiſe, with 
the Loſs of 2000 Men, which threw them into the utmoſt 
Conſternation. Demefhenes was of Opinion to raiſe the 
diege, but Nicias, tho' he was ſenſible he had Reaſon on 
his Side, would not conſent to it, being unwilling to ex- 
poſe their Weakneſs in ſo publick a Manner, and reſolying, 

at 
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at leaſt, not to take that Step without 2 poſitive Com- 
mand from At bens. However, as Demofhenes perſiſted in 
his Opinion, and Nicias began to be terrified at the En. 
creaſe of the Enemy's Power, he at Length, pave his 
Conſent, and only inſiſted, that it might be done with the 
utmoſt Secrecy, The Propane to take the Opportunity 
of the Night to pet off undiſcovered ; but there happen- 
ing to be an Eclipſe of the Moon, the Night they Reed 
upon for their Eſcape; and they being ignorant of the 
Cauſe of that Phænomenon, looked upon it as an evil 0. 
men, and deferred their Deſign, which by this Delay was 
diſcovered. The Enemy, thereupon, blocked up the Paſ. 
ſage, which obliged them to hazard a ſecond Naval Combat, 
in which they were again defeated. They had now no o- 
ther Remedy but to attempt a Retreat by Land. Their En- 
deavours in this were unſucceſsful : And tho' they only pro. 
ied to retire to Catana, they were ſo worn out with the 
ate Battles, and ſo vigorouſly purſued by the Enemy, that 
they found them ſelves reduced to the Neceflity of ſurren- 
dering at Diſcretion. A Council was called the next Day in 
Syracu/a to conſider what was proper to be done with the 
Frifogers Diocles, one of their Chiefs, propoſed treating all 
the Athenians in General with great Rigour, and in parti- 
cular to put their two Generals, Nicias and Deaufpbenes to 
Death. The more moderate Part of the Syracu/ians, vi- 
gorouſly oppoſed the latter Part of his Propoſal ; but po- 
pular Hatred and Revenge over-ruled their Arguments, 
and the two Generals were executed accordingly. Thus 
ended the unhappy Sicilian Expedition in the nineteenth 
Year of the Peleponneſian War; and Cicero (ſays Mr. Rol. 
lin) was very juſt in his Remark, when ſpeaking of thelaſt 
Sea-Fight, in the Harbour of Syracuſa, he ſaid : “ That 
c here all the Force of Athens, and of her Fleet, was 
« ruined and ſunk : And that in this Port the Athenian 
% Glory and Power ſuffered a fatal Shipwreck.

permitted them to carry on their Trade, both in Ex- 
« rope and the Indies, without auy Moleſtation, while 
« they were continually —_ us, both by Sea and 
Land, to ſay nothing further of our Ships which were 
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deſtroyed, and our Seamen, who periſhed by Thou 
** ſands, in the Service of —— ou 
Allies might judge the Blockade to be an Act of Ho 
Aſtillity, as well as the Spaniards, and conſequently no

* their. Coaſts For as ſoon as their Treaties wer 
* made, the Acceſſions procured, and the Army provi 
© ded at the Expence of Great-Britaia, which were ne 
s ceffary, for defending Lower Saxony, we ſeemed to have 
no more to do in the War ——— Theſe were the vi 
«« gorous Meaſures ſo ſtrongly recommended by the E 
t quiry, as abſolutely neceflary in ſuch a Cris of Dan 
te per, and upon which he founds all his Apalogy for th 
«« Miniſtry. 

As to Sir Charles Hger's ſuffering Supplies to be car

Tbis Volume contains the Hiſtory of 28 Years, the 
$rſt eight of which conclude: the Peloponneſian War, and 
the other twenty. give an Account of the moſt memora. 
ble - Events, whi 2 till the x7th Year of the 
Reign of Artaxerxes Maemon, two Years after the Peace 
of Antalcides, or from A. M. 2501, to 3619. Our Au- 
thor has divided this Volume into five Parts. The firſt 
brings the Grecian Hiſtory, from the Defeat of the Ahe- 
nians in Sicily, down to the mp } of the Reign of 
Ageſilaus, King of Sparta. The ſecond gives an Account 
of the Expedition of Cyrus, the younger, againſt his Bro- 
ther Artaxerxes, and of the Retreat of 10,000 Grecians, 
ſo famous in Hiſtory. The third contains what paſſed af. 
ter the Return of the Greciaus, to the Death of Carien 
Datame. The fourth gives us an Abridgment of the Life 
cf Socrates, with his Sentence and Death: And, in the

The Defeat of the Athenians in Sicily was ſoon followed 
by the Revolt of almoſt all their Allies. On the other 

and, Alcibiedes, who; having incurred the Diſpleaſure 
of Aris, King of Laredemonia, ſaw there was no longer 
#uy Satety for him * that People, had, by his inſi- 
Lwating Talent, worked himſelf into tue Favour of —.— 
phernes, Satrapes, or Governour of Sardrs, for the King 
of Ferfia. By his artful and taking Carriage he ſoon en 
gaged him to favour the Atbenians, in Prejudice to the 
{ acedemonians.. Theſe good Offices rendered by an Exile 
to his Fellow-Citizens, gave his Friends an Opportunity 
to pave the Way for His Return, which he let them 


know he was willing to do, on Condition the Athenians 
would change their Form of Governmeut into an Ariſto- 
cracy; and aſſured them at the ſame Time that he would 
procure them the Alliance of the King of Per/ie, who 
would te more inclinaNe to treat with, and have a great- 


er Conuucnce in the Grandees, than a Populace, 5 
or 
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for their Levity and Inconſtancy. This Propoſal did not, 
at firſt, meet with the expect. Foe ps but the un- 
happy Circumſtances of the Republick, at that Time, laid 
them under a Neceſſity of giving Ear to any Thing, that 
carried with it but the leaſt Appearance of retrieving 
them. Four Hundred Perſons were inveſted with the 
ſupream Authority: But their tyrannical and defpotick 
Government ſoon excited the Soldiery to depoſe them, 
which facilitated the Recall of Alcibiades ; who was imme- 
diately declared Generaliſſimo by the whole Army. After 
ſeveral conſiderable Exploits, he returned in Triumph to 
Athens, and was received' by his Country men” with all poſ- 
fible Marks of Joy and Gratitude | 
The firſt Thing he did was to deſire a general Aﬀem- 
bly, where, knowing the Strength of his Influence, and 
that nothing would be denied him, he demanded to be 
heard; in his own Defence, — all that had been, or 
could be laid to his Charge. He was ſenſible how neceſ- 
ſary it was to be diſtinguiſned in Form, and was willing 
to embrace this Opportunity of obtaining, what, at an- 
other Time, might meet with Difficulty. His Speech to 
| the Athenians, on that Occafion, had its defired Effect, 
| they appointed him General of all their Forces, both by 
Land and Sea, and reſtored him his whole Eſtate. He 
celebrated the Grand Myſteries, with a Shew of extraor- 
dinary Devotion, and then ſetting ' Sail with his Fleet, 
which conſiſted of a Hundred Gallies, he fteered his 
Courſe towards Andros. On the other Hand, the Lacede- 
mmians, who dreaded this Event, and were alarmed at 
the Succeſs of Al/ribjades,-pitched' upon Ly/ander, a Sea- 
Officer of great Experience, to be their Admiral. A/c7- 
hiades being obliged to go to Phorea in lonia, to raiſe 
ſome Money, for the Payment of his Men, left the Com- 
mand of his Fleet to Antiochus. Before his Departure, he 
gave him expreſs Orders not to engage the Enemy in his 
Abſence. Antiochus, proud of his Command, and ambi- 
tious of gaining Renown by a bold 4 inſulted the 
Lace dementan Fleet, upon which a ſharp Engagement be- 
tu een the two Fleets enſued. This Battle was fought 
near Fphe/us, to the Diſadvantage of the Athenians, who 
loſt fifteen of their Gallies. Thra/ybs/us, an inveterate 
Enemy of Alcibiades, took this Opportuni y to throw the 
whole Odium of the Miſcarriage upon him, and he urged 


the Charge with ſo much Warmth, that he — 
e 
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The - Athenians, according to their - accuſtomed Levity, 
diveſted Alcibiades of his Employ, and appointed ten 
Commanders in his Place. 
Thr Lacedemenians, in like Manner, removed Lyſander, 
and nominated Callicratidas in his Room. This new Ad- 
miral, who was an Officer of 8 Fame, 28 
well in his moral, as his military Capacity, gained ſeve. 
ral Advantages. over the Athenians ; But, in the ſix and 
twentieth Vear of the Peloponnefian War, Fortune forſook 
him. He had purſued Conon into the Harbour of TP 
lene, and there blocked him up. Conon, being thus di- 
ſtrefſed, diſpatched a Meſſenger to Athens, from whence 
he ſoon got a Reinforcement of xt Gallies, and 40 more 
came to them from Samos. A Battle between the two 
Fleets followed. ſoon after, betwren, Aliens and Cumæ, 
in which the Lacedemonjans were defeated, above ſevent 
of their Gallies either ſunk or taken, and their General, 
Callicratidas, kille . n 
The Atbenian, did not long enjoy their Triumph; but, 
on the contrary, ſoon paid dear for this Advantage. Ly. 
ſander, at the Deſire of the P » Was again made 
Admiral of the Lacedemonien and Cyrus, the King 
of Perfia's youngeſt Son, not only furniſhed him with a 
large Sum of Money, to anſwer 4 Charge of his Expe- 
dition, but promiſed him a ſarther Supply. His firſt En. 
terprize was agaiuſt Lampſacus, which be beſieged and 
took. While he lay at Anchor beſore that Town, the 
Athenian Fleet under the Command of Canon, came to 
Aigos-Potemes, and faced him, He, at firſt, made a Shew 
of declining the Fight; which puffed the Athenians up 
with an Aſſurance of Succeſs, in which, however, they 
ſoon found themſelves miſtaken. Their too great Aſſu- 
rance betrayed them into a groundleſs Security. The 
Lacedemonians fell upon them when they leaſt expected 
it, and, finding them unprepared, ſoon obtained a com- 
pleat Victory. Conon himſelf eſcaped, but all the other 
Generals were made Priſoners, with 3000 of the At beni- 
ans, Who were all killed, and the whole Fleet was de- 
ftroyed. This ſignal Victory was gained, with very lit- 
tle Loſs on the Spartan Side, within the Space of an 
Hour; and this Event put an End to one of the moſt ce- 
lebrated Wars, which we find recorded in Hiſtory, 2 
War which had laſted 27 Years. Ly/ander purſued his 
| Conqueſt, 
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Conqueſt, and, cruiſing along the Coaſt, obliged the Arbe. 
gians every where to fly to their Capital City. 

The News of this Misfortune no ſooner reached A- 
thens, than a general Conſternation was ſeen throughout 
the whole City. It was in Council reſolved, that all the 
Gates, excepting one, ſhould be cloſed up, and all poffi- 
ble Preparations were tnade for maintaining a Siege. Theſe 
Precautions ſoon became neceſſary; for Agis and Pauſa- 
nas, ſenſible of the Confuſion which muſt of Courſe reign 
in Athens, marched thither with all their Forces. Ly/zn- 
der came, at the ſame Time, with a Hundred Gallies in- 
— Piræun, and cut off all Communication with the 

own. | 

Athens was — — both by Land and Sea, and 
reduced to the eſt Extremity, In this Diſtreſs they 
had no Remedy but to eace at any Rate. Th 
ſent an Ambaſſy to Agis, and offered to part with all 
they had elſe in their Power, provided they might keep 
ſcheir City and Port: But this would not do, the Lacede- 
noniam ſtood upon higher Terms. In ſhort, after ſeve- 
ral Negociations, they propoſed, that the Athenians ſhould 
ze the Fortifications of the Piræum, and the long Wall 
which joined the City and the Port; that they ſhould 
keep only twelve Gallies, ſhould quit all the Towns they 
had in their Poſſeſſion, recal their Exiles, and enter into 
mn Alliance, offenſive and defenſive, with the Laredemo- 
nian. Upon theſe, and only theſe Terms they offered 
to make Peace, and raiſe the Siege. Hard Conditions for 
the Arbenians ! But it was not for them, at that Time, to 
debate, they were forced to accept of the Propoſals. 
Lyſander entered the Port and landed; and the Fortifica- 
tions were demoliſhed, under Sound of Trumpets, and o- 
ther mufical Inſtru metits. He changed their Form of Go- 
rernment, and eſtabliſhed thirty Archons, or chief Magi- 
ſtrates, who in the Sequel proved ſo many Tyrants. He 
fent away Cylippy with the Spoils of Athens, which 
were very conſiderable, to Lacedemonis ; And thus ended 
the Pelepnonefian Wat. About this Time likewiſe died 
Datius-Nethus, King of Perſia, after a nineteen Years 
Reign, He was ſucceeded by Ar/aces, who is called, by 
Platarch, Arſficas ; but hiniſelf took the Name of Artax- 
erxes. ;

thirty Tyrants at Athens, who cauſed Theramenas one of 
their Companions to be put to Death, becauſe he was an 
Enemy to their violent Proceedings ; the nobleſt and made 
by Thraſybulus, at the Head of ſome of the Athenian Ci- 
tizens ; the Deſtruction of the thirty Tyrants; the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of — at Al bens, the Intriegues of Ly- 
ſander to Place himſelf on the Throne of Lacedomonia. 
To begin with Artaxerxes, ſurnamed Mnemon, on Ac- 
count of his prodigious Memory, he came to the Crown 
A. M. $600, and 404 Vears before Chriff. Cyrus his 
Brother, who was a Prince of an unbounded Ambition, 
being enraged. that he had loſt all Hopes of wearing a 
Crown, which he thought his Right, formed a Deſign of 
aflaflicating his Brother Artaxerxes in the Temple, at the 
Ceremony of his Inauguration. The Plot being diſcover- 
ed, by a Confident-of the Traytor's, the King caufed him 
to be ſeized, and condemned him, according -to his De- 
ſerts, to a ſhameful Death: But his Mother Pary/atis, 
wrought ſo much upon him by ber Tears and Entrea- 
ties, that his Sentence was commuted into a kind of Ba- 
niſhment, and he was immeditaely ſent into the Leſer- 
Afia, where he became Governor, and ruled with an ab- 
ſolute Authority.

ueſtioned whether it has any Exiſtence at all. Our Phy- 
cians ſeems, however, to wonder at this ; Becauſe it is 
not only mentioned but deſcribe by Galen, and mahy o- 
thers. In Oxen, Horſes and Sheep it is very viſible, but 
is not ſo eaſily found in the Eye of Man. The Cilium 
Ligament, is joined to the Fore-part of this Capſula by 
certain Fibres and lymphatick- Veſſels Mr. Petit, affures 
us he has always fonnd this Membrane tranſparent, even 
tho' there has S fem hue te 

One would naturally conclude, . that there muſt be ſome 
Veſſels of Communication between the Capſula and the 
Chryf#alline Humour, but, if we may believe Mr. Petit, 
there is no ſuch Thing. The latter, however, imbibes 
the Lympha diffuſed in the former: And when this Fluid 
fails the Chry#a/line Humour becomes dark and hard, in- 
ſomuch that it is eaſily reducible to Powder. The C. 
ful is, therefore, properly ſpeaking, the Reſervoir of the 
nutritive Juices © the hbry/falline Humour, and is of 
great Service to it, by keeping it fat in the vitreout Hu- 
mour, like a Jewel in its Socket, and by ſeparating it from 
the aqueous Humours, which, if it were ſuffered to £5w in 
upon it, would cauſe it to ſwell. In the Humane Eye 
but a very ſmall Quantity of this Liquor appears: nd 
Mr. Petit. ſays he has made ſome Experiments on the 
Ctry#alline Lymph of Oxen; But without being able to 
draw any very exact Conſequence from them. One how- 
ever, he has deduced, of no ſmall Importance. from his 
own Obſervations on the Capſula. It has beer the general 
Opinion, that there may be membraneous Cataracts, pro- 
ceeding from the Membranes becoming thick and dark. 
Mr. Pitit thinks ſome Anatomiſts have been lead away by

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falſe Appearances. He obſerve, that theſe Cataract are 
in Reality the —— thichened, but not ſo in its own 
Subſtance: The — Humour, not having a ſuffi- 
cient Nouriſhment, mes dry and cleaves to its Capſule, 


from which nothing ſeparates it but the Lymph. The 
Thickneſs in the Capſ#ia, which is the Occaſion of its Dark. 
neſs, proceeds ly from certain Particles, which being 
cleanſed away with Water the Capſuln then appears again 
in it's natural Thickneſs and Tranſparency.

to any Taxes, which are legally impoſed upon Them; a 
wiſe Government will always endeavour to have their 
Hearts, as well as their Purſes, at Command, and ſtrength- 
en their Power by popular Affection. The Force of 
this Argument will not be diſputed by the Court-Mriters, 
who have often preſs'd it, * Warmth and Impor- 
tunity, againſt the Gentlemen in the Oppoſition. "The Ne- 
ceſſity therefore of an Union, or Coalition, is acknowledged, 
on both Sides; but I am afraid there is a very material 
Difference between us about the Nature of it, and the 
Terms, upon which it ought to be founded. The minife- 
rial Writers ſeem to mean nothing farther by a Coalition 
than an abject Surrender of our Jatereſts and Underitand- 
ings, at the Diſcretion of Men in Power, without any Ca- 
itulation.

It means an A- 
bolition of all former Animoſities, a mutual Accommoda- 
tion of Differences, and an Agreement upon ſome general 
Points, in which both Parties ought to give Way a little to 
the Prejudices of each other. he Body of the People 
have ſhewn a ſtrong Inclination to ſuch an Union. The 
Tories haye not been aſhamed to renounce thoſe ridiculous 
Principles of Government, which ſome of their Party have 
formerly maintained, and the Whigs have confeſFd, with 


the ſame Frankneſs, that the Practices of their Party 


have often been a Scandal to their Principles. Both of them 
have declared their Affection for the preſent Efabliſhment, 
and ated in a friendly Concert with each other, for the 
Preſervation of our common Liberties. They juſtly con- 
cur in Opinion that the former intirely depends on the /at- 
ter, and that large Grants to the Crown ought always 
to be remunerated by the Redreſs of popular Grievances, 
when there are any to be redreſs'd, according to the an- 

tient Practice and even the Inſtitution of Parliaments.

TY HERE happened (ſays Mr. Fog) at a certain Time 

in the City of Rome, a very great Scarcity of Pro- 
vition, the Time I ſpeak of was long before that 
Commonwealth became ſo ſcandalouſly corrupt, as it is 
repreſented by Tacitus and other Hiſtorians in the Days 
of thoſe infamous Fellows, who were called Emperors ; 
ia fine, it was while their Manners were pure, and while 
Honour and Virtue influenced all their publick Councils. 
At this Time one Spurius Meltus, a very rich 
Man, thought fit to buy up a very great Quantity of Corn, 
and under the Pretence of Charity, to diſtribute it gratis 
2mong ſeveral of the pooreſt Families in the City. 
This Thing making a great Noiſe, and coming to the 
Ears of the Senate, they deliberated upon it, and judged 
it a Matter of ſo great Importance, that they appointed 
a Dictator (which was never done but where the Satety 5 
the 
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the State was concerned) to enquire into the Reaſon of 
this Proceeding; the Dictator ſummoned Spurius Melius 
to anſwer, - and. diſcovering, that he had a Deſign upon 
ſome publick -Offices, and took this Method of infinuati 
himſelf with the People, before he would declare himſelf, 
he was by the Dictator condemned to die, and was execu- 
ted Tian 4 ] 

Macbiavil highly, extols the Policy as well as fignal 
Virtue of the Roman Senate in this Proceeding, for (ſays 
he) here was a Man under the moſt plauſible and popular 
Pretences, attempting ſlyly to introduce Corruption in the 
Election of Magiſtrates, but cut off before his pernicious 
Practices could take Effect. ä 

What brought this Piece of Hiſtory into my Memory, 
was reading a Paragraph of News, that was inſerted in ph 
veral of our daily Papers: The News Writers told 
us from Dover, that ſeveral Hundred Oxen were to be 
ſlaughtered there, for the Uſe of the Royal Navy. — I 
own I did not believe the News, becauſe, { knew that no 
Men of War had ever been fitted out at that Port,. 
that there are no Docks there for that Purpoſe, and that 
the little Harbour is not capable of receiving Ships of 
Burthen, I cannot indeed charge the News Wri- 
ters with aſſerting any of theſe Things, they only tell us 
that ſo many Head of Cattle are to be ſlaughtered there, 
and they account for it, by giving us to underſtand, that 
a Commiſſioner of the Victualling Office has declared him- 
ſelf a Candidate for the faid Town for the next Parlia- 
ment ; that he buys, or begs, or — all the Of- 
fal of the ſaid eight Hundred Oxen, in order to give a- 
mongſt the Poor, ſo that you are left to judge whether 
it is done out of Charity, or, (I muſt not ſay to bribe the 
Town) but to gain the Favour of the Town, for one, 
wo probably has no natural Intereſt amongſt them, and 
whom, perhaps, they would not give a Shilling to ſave 
from h | | h 

This Manner of accounting for it, made me believe it 
leſs, for it did not appear credible to me, that in a Coun- 
try ſo happy, in the Enjoymeat of all its antient Liber- 
ties, a Man ſhould have the Boldneſs to make an Attempt, 
for which he wou'd have ſuffered Death in any of thoſe 
ſree Goveraments of old, whoſe Hiſtory we ſo much 
admire, gnd whale Example we think it an Honour to 
mutate. |

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I am ſince confirm'd in my Opinion, that this News can- 
not be true, becauſe, I haye not heard of this Perſon's be- 
ing diſmiſs'd from his Employment, for I am confident 
- our excellent Miniſters wou'd have ſhew'd a juſt Abhor- 
rence of ſuch a pernicious Attempt, not only in Regard 
to their own Honour, but to preſerve our Conſtitution pure 
and uncorrupt, a Point we know they have ſo much at 
Heart, that it is their only Study Night and Day ; for 
what wou'd Men ſay, if, ſuch Practices were ſuffered to 
paſs without being taken notice of? But that the Diſpoſal
